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Capital Punishment. 

IT is much to be regretted that the report issued to the 
House of Commons by the Select Committee on Capital Punish- 
ment is’such an unsatisfactory dceument. The Committee was 
charged with enquiring into a most difficult’ and complex 


question, and instead of clarifying the issues involved, it . 


indulged in the consideration of a large number of problems, 
some of them but remotely connected with the subject at issue. 
The attitude it took up instead of bemg, as was clearly called 
for, one of practical conclusions based on_ irrefutable 
facts, was one in which sentimentality was allowed 
to hold sway, and even at that was obviously undeter- 
mined and indefinite. A large number of the Committee 
felt themselves in such intense disagreement with the course 
of investigation pursued, that six members out of fifteen with- 
drew before the Report was prepared. What has always been a 
keenly contested question, in this as well as in many other 
countries, has thus not been greatly advanced by the Select 


Committee. Except, it may be said, that the Committee's 
report, to say:nothing of its method of investigation, was such — 


as to accentuate the strong division of opinion that exists on the 
subject. Prima facie it would seem difficult to gainsay the 
proposition that even the State has not the right to make forfeit 
the life of anyone. Yet States where war-conscription prevails 
do so, less indirectly than directly, while the same argument 
might be held to apply to the liberty of any citizen. But while 
an unjust execution is irrevocable, unjust imprisonment can be 
made an end of and an award given the victim, which in some 
cases may be compensation for the wrong done. An important 
consideration is whether Capital Punishment is a deterrent in 
respect to the crime for which it is awarded. It is not the 
entire consideration which ought to guide men and women to a 
conclusion regarding it. Thought must be given, for instance, 
to the moral effect of resort to the penalty, and if that were 
shown to be decidedly degenerative, it would be questionable 
whether the security of Society should not be held to be 
secondary to it in any determination come to. Much of the 
evidence taken by the Select Committee on this point appears 
somewhat useless because unconvincing. To note the reaction 
to Capital Punishment of one people and assume that the 
like reaction is going to show itself in all other peoples, were 
obviously futile. That would be to omit all thought of differences 
in national temperament as well as in ‘the national traditions, 


= 


which are as various as the peoples concerned. That is, 
perhaps, the reason why the Committee recommends a 
five year trial of abolishing Capital Punishment in this 
country. But the period appears to us to be either too 
long or too short. If the effects of abolition are expected to 
show themselves at once, then, in case they are unsatisfactory, 
why should the country be bound to abide by them for 
so long a time? If, on the other hand, those effects are to 
be expected to be only gradual in manifesting themselves. then 
five years are too soon for them to show themselves for good or 
for evil. But the recommendation was some proof of the fact that 
the Committee in making if was unsure of public opinion, 
which in all such matters must be decisive. History shows 
that preceding the abolition of any penalty there bas almost 
invariably come a time, more or less: prolonged, of more or less’ 
desuetude. That can be said to be the case, at most but 
pirtially, with Cypital Panishment in Great Britain. Jews 
are somewhat popularly supposed to be ardent upholders of the 
extreme penalty, largely tt would seem because of a total mis- 
apprehension of the so-called Lex talionis.. In the Jewish State, 
some two thousand years ago, it is true, Capital Punishment 
ras in force. There were four methods of execution. But 
the offences for which they could be applied were limited, and 
homicide was.the chief one. And before an accused could be 
convicted of the capital offence, if was necessary to prove 
that at least two witnesses saw the commission of the crime, 
and that the aecused had been warned before-hand of the 
consequences: of his felonious act. No wonder that Capital 
Punishment was a rarity in ancient Palestine, and that the 
body which, during its term of office condemned one man to 
death, was known as the bloody Sanhedrin.” There can be little 
doubt that if the Jewish State had existed but comparatively a 


‘little longer, Capital Punishment would have been abolished 


in it. For the rare recourse to it when Jews possessed their 
National Home as well as the provisions which were in 
force by whichalone it could be. invoked, added to the fact that 
crimes of violence were notably infrequent, showed that it was 
almost obsolete when the State was crushed by. Rome. 
So far as this country is concernéd the question that seems, 
largely for these reasons, more urgent in reference to Capital 
Punishment than even that of its abolition or temporary sus- 
pension, is the attitude towards those who come under it of 
public opinion. It cannot be morally healthy for newspapers to 
magnify despicable: criminals beneath the shadow of the 
seaffold into “interesting” personalities ; to give details of their 
previous lives and sometimes “confessions,” often false, of the 
crimes for which they have suffered. This glorifying of any crea- 
ture—or indeed of any member of his or her family—who has 
been convicted of some foul and unspeakable offence, may 
provide a thrill” for readers whose patronage means added 
circulation, but it cannot do other than bring into contempt 
the operation of the law in the most solemn part it can play. 
That is equally so, when as is often the case the death penalty 
is imposed where it is well understood if will not be carried 
into effect. If the Select Committee had devoted itself to these 
and some cognate aspects of Capital Punishment, its report 
must have been of much greater assistance than it can be, 


as it stands, to Parliament when that body comes to legislate 


upon the extremely difficult problem. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


The lengthy address delivered by the Chief Rabbi before the 
League of Nations’ Calendar Reform Committee of Enquiry (British), 
which is reproduced in full on another page, will be read with 
the interest due to the subject and the deference due to the learned 
gentleman who has devoted himself so extensively to it. The question 
is one involving considerable complications, and is not easy to present 
to that all-mighty personage, the man in the street. Still, I think it 
will be agreed that Dr. Hertz has succeeded at least in proving 


the importance of the proposed Calendar Reform from the Jewish — 


point of view, with which, of course, he is most concerned. He 
shows beyond much question, that if the present suggestions are 
adopted the Jewish Sabbath will be dancing about the calendar with 
monkey-like agility, so that it will be areal problem how to catch the 


Sabbath up; and, that feat once accomplished by the few, they will’ 


be in no condition to keep it! 
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The proposals will form a wonderfully plausible excuse for 
those who do not wish to observe the Sabbath day. Because it will 
afford them the unanswerable plea that in most years Saturday 
will be really some other day, and some other day, for Sabbath 
purposes, cannot smell as sweet. I gather, moreover, from what 
the Chief Rabbi says, that in some weeks the new Calendar will 
contain less than six days for work, and I have yet to learn that 
the command to work six days is not as imperative as to rest on 
the seventh. One of the points that strikes me most forcibly in Dr. 
Hertz’s statement is his allusion to the penalty which the movable 
Sabbath would mean to precisely those Jews, many of them not over- 
blessed with this world’s goods, who care most to maintain the 
institution which we all acknowledge*—even if it be but in lip-consent 
—is the vers pit ot of Jewish observance. Altogether the Chief-Rabbi 
has made out a strong casé for not interfering with the due rotation 
of the days of the week, W hich he contends has gone on uninter- 
ruptedly since before the dawn of human history. 


A New President. 


The J wish Ret Mducation Board has reason to he 
gratulated on the accéptance.ot the office of President by Dr. Nathaniel 
Lucas. the pocition having become vacant through the regretted ill- 
health of Mr ernst Schiff. As-Dr. Kichholz said, in announcing the 
facet. no one more stitable could have ‘been chosen. Apart from all 
elee. there is in Dr. Lucas what has been termed the element of 
heredity in connection with the Board, seeing that his father, the late 
Mr. Henrv Lueas, was one of its chief founders and for a long time 
occumedct -the position now undertaken hy his Son, 


The work of the Board 1s necessarily difficult, and not such as 


will readily show good or abundant fruit. Jt is rather of the nature 
of seed sown in the soil, which, at best, must take a long while before 


its fruit can be garnered. Even so, the seed sown has not by any means 
always the best chance—it has to contend with a good deal of mixing 
in the shape of education that is. distinctly non-Jewish. Thus, in the 
circumstances, .it has constantly to be something of a compromise 
effort.” Still. it is as good as ean be devised: and there can be little 
doubt that the community, and especially its future prospects, would 
not. be so well off if it were not made. 


Poor Australia! 

It is with sincere regret that I learn of the resignation bv the 
Rev. David Hirsch of his Ministry to the Adelaide Hebrew Congregation. 
I am sure my regret will be shared by all who know him and the 
Community which he has served so well during the last six or seven 
years. And ‘it will be all the keener because of the reason that has 
compelied the reverend gentleman to take the step he has done. It has 
been forced upon him only because of the poor economic conditions 
that prevail in the Congregation, so that his maintenance in office has 


become a burden which’'he feels he ought not any longer to ask his 


congregants to sustain. As he explains :— 

The very serious financial crisis in Australia, of which you are no doubt 
aware, is most severe in South Australia, and as a result the finances of my 
Synagogue have been very adversely affected. The value of their property 
has diminished alarmingly and their income from other sources has dropped 
by at least. two-thirds. The Executive of my Synagogue informed me that 
they were now heavily in debt and would be more in debt at the end of the 
next financial year, and that in the very near future they would not be able 
to find the stipend suitable for a Minister. They asked me to assist them in 
their dilemma. I felt that the only course possible in keeping with the 
religious teachings of a Minister was to relieve them, by my resignation, of 
the very heavy burden that my stipend had become to them. _ 

It seems to me that in the circumstances Mr. Hirsch has taken a very 
brave and loyal course. | 

He cannot but feel satisfaction that the tributes to the thorough- 
ness and zeal with which he carried on his work in Adelaide, which he is 
bringing away with him, fully justify the excellent testimonials he 
took out there with him. He has endeared himself to not alone the 
Congregation of which he was spiritual chief, but to all Australian 
Jewry who join in a concert of regret at his departure. His is an 
unenviable position to one who has had a distinguished career, such as 
his ; for it will not be forgotten that this son of the late Dr. 8. A. Hirsch, 
Professor Emeritus of Jews’ College, did excellent work in this country, 


too extensive to render in anything like detail here, before he went to 


Australia. Anyway his labours in connection with the Welfare Work 
of the United Synagogue, and for adolescents at the Hutchison House 
Lads’ Club of which he was the Hon. Secretary, are certain to be 
remembered. And the practical question that arises is, ‘What is to 
await the reverend gentleman in the way of employment in his sacred 
calling when he reaches this country, which he will do at the end of 
next month or thereabouts ? I trust it is not too much to hope, and 
that I shall be forgiven for suggesting, that Manchester where the 
vacancy caused by the death of the late Rabbi Salomon has not yet 
been filled, may see in Mr. Hirsch’s departure from Adelaide a rare 


and for them a happy opportunity. He strikes me as being gifted 


with qualities, both inter- and extra-communal, that peculiarly fit him 
for this particular post. 


The Zionist Position. 


It has often been remarked that the in and out Leader of ¢) 
Zionist Movement has modelled himself upon Mr. Lloyd George. 
so far as he has been able to do so, in his public conduct and politi, al 
manners. But just now it would seem that Dr. Weizmann is imitating 
at least in one respect—a far greater leader of men than even ¢) 
chief of the Liberal Party in this country, but whom a great write, 
of the last century described as the perfection of opportunism. Ff, , 
Dr. Weizmann, who a week or two ago went up into the Mount of 
Lord Passfield at Whitehall in a cloud of impenetrable mystery, hu 
till now remained there. It is only to be hoped that like his mod-| 
he ean hear the murmurings and the discontented objurgations 


his followers in the camp below ! 


Coming down to level earth, where; 1 would ask, is Dr: Weizmann 
vis-a-vis the Government ? Are negotiations still proceeding, or wet 
they broken off as soon as the Whitechapel poll was deelared ? Wha: 
has become of the “ concessions’ announced in the course of that 
election by one of its most pronusing supporters to have been niace 
by the Government Surely the statement was not, as far as Mr. 
Marcus Was concerned. just a piece of penny plain, twopence colours d 
election vote-catching. If 1t was, it deserves better than to be for 
gotten, and an Under-Secretaryship, at the very least, for the member 
for Dundee. The moral influence upon the Zionist Movement is how- 


ever of much more. consequence—anyway to Jews. And the ruse, 


which I am told did something to placate Jewish opinion in White- 
chapel on the eve of the poll, is too nearly like the contemptuous 
behaviour with which Dr. Weizmann—-without an atom of the justifica 
tion of Moses of old-—treats the Zionist Movement he leads: when it 
suits him, and doesn’t when it doesn’t. 


American Opinion. 


In the meantime, out of all this welter of chaos and confusion 
one thing of value is arising—that is, if it can establish itself. I refer 
to the “ hardening ” of opinion concerning the true objects of Zionism. 
In America especially, as my correspondent points out, there has, 
in consequence of the Passfield White Paper and the nonsensical 
policy concerning it pursued by Dr. Weizmann and the Zionist 
Executive, whereby they have allowed themselves to be thoroughly 
outwitted by the British Government, been a very large swing round 
of opinion. The object of Zionism is no longer declared to be some 
fantastical notion to fit in with official predispositions and Arab 
susceptibilities, but one that looks only to Jewish needs and Jewish 
aspirations. The National Home is envisaged as a political condition 
in Palestine which will indicate Jewish predominance—an_ idea 
identical with the Jewish Commonwealth which every true Zionist 
urges and which he is anxious to support. 


Let us not forget, moreover, that America, apart from all else, 
by its sheer ‘‘predominance’ of numbers, is bound for many 
years to come to have the determining voice in Jewish politics, 
and we shall then realise the importance of the new tendency 
there to which I refer, But who will lead? is the question 
on many lips. I am not sure that as things have shaped themselves, 
and are more definitely forming themselves day by day, a more per- 
tinent question is not : who will follow ? For it would seem that if any 
further development of the upbuilding of the National Home for the 
Jewish People in Palestine (as intended by the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate) is to be regarded as the acquisition of the Promised 
Land by the Jews, then this generation will die in the wilderness of 
the muddle and pusillanimity, which the Zionist Organisation is 50 
largely responsible for. And the one who was head of it for so long— 
and may still be, for aught we know to the contrary—will come no 
nearer than some Nebo mount as the summit of a career that could 
and should have ended so much more gloriously. The question is 
whether he and the Movement are to be saved from this fate—and 


what will effect that end. American Jewry, if it maintains its present 
mood, may do so. . 


A Futile Discussion. 


That is the only appropriate verdict I think which can be given 
to the debate reported in Tue JewIsH CHRONICLE last week and which 
was held at the West London Synagogue of British Jews. Nominally, 
it was a discussion concerning the Barmitzvah and at what age a 
lad should be allowed to perform the ceremony. Actually it con- 
cerned a special Confirmation service for boys, as far removed in 
spirit and in intent from the Barmitzvah as the poles are asunder, 
and which, hence, is a totally different matter. The idea of the 
Barmitzvah has nothing to do au fond with the knowledge or 
acquirements of thecelebrant. At an age which tradition of quite 
respectable longevity has fixed at thirteen, the Jewish lad automati- 
cally becomes Barmitzvah whether he knows not the proverbial bull's 
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foot from an Aleph, or whether he is crammed with learning which 
marks him as some budding wonder-Rabbi. He becomes Barmitzvah 
just as he becomes thirteen—by the effiuxion of time, and the lad’s 
physical much more than his scholastic condition is the determining 
factor. His call to the Law is resultant of the time fact of 
which the lad is the exponent, just as are the “ magnificent presents, 
cheques, money orders and telegrams of congratulation,” that pour 
in upon him, and become in the course of a few days afterwards the 
genial subject for copious advertisement. 


What happens, too, with the Burisniizvah, and is not the least 
important item in the programme, is the release accorded to his 
father of responsibility for the lad's religious ways and doings, 
which the father duly acknowledges in a burst of ritual 
thankfulness. Whether the idea underlying the Barmitevah cere- 
mony is as reasonable and as attractive as that upon which Con- 
firmation is based, is another matter. As Ministers in Parliament 


say, the question does not arise” out of the Upper Berkeley Street. 


debate. . But it is worth noticing how the good people in that quarter 
inuddle up things religious. Because in their Confirmation ceremony 
for boys-——or one of their ceremonies, so I understand—the calling to 
the Law is a feature, they conclude that their ceremony is Barmitzvah 
because in the true Barmiizvah there is also a calling of the young 
man to read a portion from the Torah in the Synagogue! If their 
intention is Barmitzsvah then thirteen is as good an age as thirty, 
unless upon the maxim which seems to rule among Reformers of a 


sort: “Here is a jolly old tradition, let's take a pot-shy at it!’ If : 


however the West London folk mean Confirmation then an extra 
two years of age in the celebrant will not secure for them either a 
Solon or a Saint. As Lord, Melbourne used to say: Why can’t you 


let it alone ? 


Jewish Slaughter of Animals. 


After the attack made on the Jewish method of slaughter in the 
House of Commons, on Friday, in the course of a Debate on the second 
reading of a Bill making it compulsory for all animals before being 
killed to be stunned by means of a mechanical contrivance, it is to be 
hoped that the Shechita Board or the Deputies—or both—will see fit 
to alter their public policy on this question. As a matter of fact, the 
Bill introduced excludes animals killed by Jews for consumption by 
Jews, although the Debate showed that there is considerable resentment 
felt at the exception provided for. But in the course of the discussion 
a violent attack was made upon, as it was termed, the Jewish method of 
slaughter; although it was clearly directed in fact to the means em- 
ployed for casting animals preparatory to. Shechita. This has con- 
stantly happened in the agitation against Jewish slaughtering of 
animals—that is to say, the casting process has been regarded as an 
inherent part of it. And the Community has been warned that the 
policy of defence that has been taken up would result some day in the 
prohibition altogether of Shechita in this country. Last Friday's 
proceedings in Parliament brought that possibility nearer than many 
have thought hitherto to be tikely. 


Much of this is traceable to the policy pursued in countering 


attacks upon Shechita to which I refer. Mr. C. H. L. Emanuel to 


whom the defence in public has been entrusted, has thought it wise and 
proper to make it appear that it was not the casting method that was 
being arraigned, to refuse to recognise that such method involved 
considerable inhumaneness and not a little brutality, and to pretend 
that expert commendation of the killing of the animals by throat- 
cutting referred both to that as well as to the hand method of casting, 
which in scarcely any case it did. He has thus not alone attempted to 
defend the indefensible and to involve in the minds of the public at 
large Shechita itself with the cruelty of hand casting. When even he 
has had to acknowledge that the Community is endeavouring to find a 
mechanical means for casting free from the objections that are obvious 
in hand methods, he has ironically suggested that it was being sought 
for not because it was necessary in the interests of humane slaughter, 
but only so as to please and placate agitators who carried on their 
campaign merely out of dislike of Jews. It is regrettable that during 
the Debate on Friday there was no Jewish M.P. present to tell the 
House that by all accounts a satisfactory apparatus for casting is about 
to be adopted, and it occurs to me equally as careless that the Deputies 
did not take care to secure such information being given while the 
Debate was in progress. In any event I hope that Mr. Emanuel will 
now see the mistaken nature of the policy in defence of Shechita he has 
adopted so long, and against which J for one have'constantly protested. 
Although, as Mr. Greenwood, the Minister of Health, stated, a very 
large number of local authorities had adopted the “ humane ”’ killer, 


- the discussion showed that considerable doubt exists as to its efficacy. 


It would, therefore, it would appear, have been desirable te agree to 
the amendment that was moved (but was not persisted in, apparently 
in deference to party discipline), that the Bill should not proceed until

a Select Committee, 
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A French Namerus Clausus. 


The news of the conflict that has broken out between the Jewish 
and non-Jewish students at the University of Tours, points to the 
almost usual way in which anti-Semitism grows everywhere. 


It appears that the presence of a considerable number of Jewish students 
at the University of Tours has given rise to an anti-Jewish movement among 
the local students (we are told). The anti-Semitic students there are aleo 
being encouraged by Professor Bosc, who has lately been advocating the 
introduction of a numerus clausus into the French Universities. As a result 
of the anti-Semitic feelings at the University, the Students’ Union has decided 
to tax the alien students who are nearly all Jews, one franc for every dinner 
served to them at the students’ restaurant. The Jewish students thereupon 
decided to leave the Students’ Union. This decision, however. was received 
by the non-Jewish students as a declaration of war. They immediately 
proclaimed a boycott of the Jewish students, declining all association with 
them. 
Here we get the same story that has had to be told of the beginnings 
of anti-Judaism in other countries, and which based themselves on the 
successes Obtained by Jews in the fields of learning. And not the 
least stratige thing about them is that a Professor, it would seem, is 
always ready to faster the very ignorant cult ! 


Combating Anti-Semitism. 

That the Jewish position in France, to which I refer above, is none 
too hopeful can be gathered from the report. presented to the Inter- 
national League for Combating Anti-Semitism, held the other day in 
Paris. The League has some 3,000 members, including many non- 
Jews; and there were some 250 delegates present at the Conference. 
* The question of Jewish immigration into France,”’ the report states, 
“was discussed, and it was decided to warn Jewish immigrants against 


entering the country in view of the increasingly unfavourable position.” 


This strikes me as a sure way of combating anti-Semitism—-in France, 
anyway. It is on the principle once adopted by an official in the 
Tsarist regime, who, sent to enquire irito some pogrom that had 
occurred in the country, reported it to have resulted from the fact that 
Jews were there. If there had been no Jews there, he contended, there 


would have been no pogrom ! 


American Conditions. 

News from the United States continues to point cumulatively 
to the serious financial condition to which Jews there have been 
brought by the economic depression that has swept over the country. 
The latest is to the effect that the bank which suspended payment 
last week, with huge liabilities, had for a considerable majority of 
its customers Jews upon whom necessarily large losses must fall. 
It is stated that the bank will subsequently pay its liabilities in full, 
but this financial crash comes on the top of the losses that have been 
sustained by our people there, by stock and share “slumps.” It is 
evident that, as has been often pointed out these last few months, 
@ new community virtually will grow up in the United States, with 
different ambitions and different aspirations because of _ greatly 
altered circumstances by which it is surrounded. 


To what extent the rest of Jewry may be affected by the con- 
ditions in which the largest Jewry mm the world will now find itself 
placed, cannot be foretold—but affected, and very seriously, it must 
be. And perhaps not the least effect may be the decreased oppor- 
tunities for immigration into the country, which are being contem- 
plated by the Senate and the House of Representatives. For, as @ 
correspondent of Tae Jewish CuRonicLe rightly observed in the 
course of a communication last Friday, “‘ despite bad times and un- 
employment, the United States still constitutes the main country of 
Jewish immigration.” It is not difficult therefore—-but perhaps, 
rather. it is—to see what the effect on other Jewries is bound to be 
if the party, which is fast gaining in popularity in the United States 
and favours complete stoppage of immigration for a term of years, 
is. able to have its way. : 


Jew as French Minister. 

Mr. Steeg has appointed Deputy Leon Meyer as Under-Secretary 
of State for Commerce in the new Cabinet which has just been formed 
in France. The appointment, although not of a major character, 
is some counterbalance to the indications of anti-Jewish sentiment to 
which I have above referred as having shown itself in the country, 
Mr. Meyer has been Mayor of Havre, and has previously held Ministerial 
office, By the by, I saw it announced in one of the papers that Mr, 
Steeg himself is a Jew. There is not any ground for the statement, 
unless it be that a well-known Jew in France bears the name, 


A “ Nazi’”’ Triumph. 

There are many aspects of the triumph secured | by the Hitler 
party in Germany in obtaining the suppression of the “ All Quiet on 
the Western Front” film. One of them is the Jewish point of view, | 
and about that there is, unhappily, not much question. It has 
encouraged and strengthened the “Nazis” in their anti-Jewish 
campaign, and has induced in them, and with good reason, the belief 
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that the time is not far distant when they will become the dictators 
of the country. Then, they do not hesitate to say, their Jewish policy 
will be carried out, and in the meantime, their rude and recalcitrant 
attitude to Jews has considerably worsened, They have now set a 
mark upon non-Jewish girls who associate with Jews, warning them by 
means of insulting placards of the dire penalties that await them if 
they continue to do so. Their methods are rude just as their objects 
are crude. and it is evident that their intention is to show Jews that 
their lives will not be worth living when they gain anything hike power, 
and, in the meantime, to impress upon them the hopelessness of their 
outlook. It is, indeed, an unhappy state of affairs,

“ Dull Sermons.” 


: By Mentor. 


N the current issue of the Srecraror, an article with this title 
appears by the Rey. P. B. Clayton. It constitutes one of the 
severest indictments of the average modern sermon I have 
ever read, and of course refers to pulpit utterances rendered 

at Christian places of worship. If a layman had been responsible 
for the deliverance it is difficult to conceive the virulence of the 
protest he would have aroused for daring thus to touch the Lord's 
anointed. For the rev. gentleman takes as the text of his article 
some words he heard addressed from a pulpit to a congregation. 
fie assures us they form no parody but that he heard them with 
bis own ears exactly. They ran: 3 

“ We look round about us, dear people, do we not? And we realise 
perhaps how in these changing times of ours this faith of ours needs— 
does it not ?— to be very, very much stronger than one can say it is.” 
Somehow I cannot forbear. from thinking that, being uttered 
where they are said to have been, they testify to the truthfulness of 
the writer's declaration and the exactness of his memory. Upon them 
the writer comments: | 

A stranger, if a lover of the language. would have turned hot and cold, 

wishing he had not come. An intelligent artisan would have registered 
a red-hot resolution to go elsewhere, or not to go at all. And all that 


went before only made it worse. To drop down out, of the clustered | 


splendours of the Book of Common Prayer into this soggy inanity of 
speech is an illegal impost on all loyalty. If only the old statute which 
deals with brawls in churches could be amended to admit the use of 
hassocks or bymn-books as fiying reminders that “do we not?” is 
desperately faint-hearted, and “ very, very ” poisonous vulgarity , victims 
might get redress! As matters stand, the English of the average English 
pulpits is a morass of hesitating phrases, picked out with stepping- 
stones of truenlence. The layman, who respects fair thinking clearly 
summarised, will wince at this decoction; while the withers of the sinner 
remnain unwrung. | 

Who, I would ask, shall venture to contest his conclusions? Who 
will dare deny that for “soggy inanity of speech” one must perforce 
hear an average sermon” 


AS 15 BUT NATURAL, the writer of the SpecrTaTvor article finds a 
ready word of defence for his colleagues of the eloth. It is what 
is demanded of them that, at least to some extent, is accountable for 
the quality of what they produce. 

It isafact. solemn in every sense, that in.a ministry of forty years, most 

clergymen trust preach atleast five thousand times (he observes). Some 
lone-lived active men have attained to a total of twenty thonsand sermons; 
while every Sunday, in the home churches only, more than this total 
number of discourses are delivered, so enjoined by any law of 
Charch or State ; yet there it stands, the all-prevailing fashion that every 
church must have two Sunday sermous, often from the same man. No 
church is proof for long against slovenly preaching. Itis an art as deli- 
cate as the fiddle ; both should be laid aside, if the aspirant cannot find 
time for the technique. 
Here toc, the writer tells but obvious truth. How in the name of 
fairnces ‘can the preacher be expected to frame acceptable and 
attractive cermons. if time forthe purpose be denied him? And 
then Mr. Clayton enters upon a subject which will not be Strange to 
most of my readers—the question of what is the prime and chief 
duty of a Minister of Religion. 


lt is not 


Is THE SERMON, he queries, to be given first consideration ? Are 
there not other duties very much more necessary to the office which 
he holds “and which although they do not “show,” are by their 
nature far more incumbent upon the Minister than Preaching ? 

Shepherds are seldom garrulous (says Mr. Clayton) and their selection 
should be separate ; the parish prics! and the persuasive preacher are a rare 
combination in one character. Their training is distinct; their equipment 
not confused. The preacher spreads his net as wide as it will open. The 
pastor, with his crook, deals with each case as if there were no others. 
Very few preachers have the temperament waich close-in work requires. 
The parish priest, if worth his salt, must visit constantly, and listen all 
day long, sifting the dust of other people’s talking for the long-looked-for 
pearl; travelling the waste of little things unweariedly, assured as he 
moves on from door to door, that even knocking has an emblematic mean- 
ing. He is the wise Remembrancer, whose conversation, while natural 
and unaffected, is woven cunningly, with little links, between the day's 
work and the Divine goodwill. He is to carry not only into homes, but 
into workshops, the infection of a consecrated Courage. 
Carrying into his flock the infection of a “conseciated courage ” 
oceurs to me as one of the most striking exemplifications I have 
ever come across of the basic and vital work of the Minister of 
Religion. For courage, consecrated by the belief that its exercise 
is called for by an unseen Power—courage in living our lives and 
in our behaviour towards our fellow-beings and all of God's creatures 
and all we assign to His creation—seems to me to be of the very 
essence of true religion. To do unto others as we would have others 
do unto us the Rabbis taught, is the whole of religion—the whole 
of the Law—everything else is but commentary. And that attitude 
of life calls for nothing so much as courage—constant and persistent— 
from the first days of independent knowledge till the last hours 
when consciousness remains not wholly obliterated, 


BUT THIS TASK OF infecting his flock with “ consecrated courage,” 
foremost among the functions which should be exercised by the 
Minister, the SpecTaror writer observes, is a whole-time job. To 
such ® man pulpit preaching as a duty should not be assigned. It 
is, however ; and as a result, so Mr. Clayton declares, the pulpit has 
become a “ Pandora's box well stocked with hidden evils.” 
mass flect of rendering religion a thing 

toric, dependent upon the stimulus ef Jond 
words and transitory emotions... . Pulpits have long ago confused the 
issues Of salvation . .. The pulpit says, “‘ Hear on,” “ Listen to these 
ennobling sentiments time and again. If you do not reject them, then you 
will very likely go to heaven.” The Pulpit is an.idol, tending to draw those 
easily impressed from the stern truth that God requires worship from His 
creatures, into an casier way sitting and being preached to; there it 
ends, with thousands upon thousands and those who hear the pulpit think 
(often against facts) that they have found Salvat'on. 
The effect of this preaching is, we are assured by one whose 
profession renders him an expert on the point, to make of the pulpit 
an instrument “ peculiarly dependent” on “ forensic arts of flattery, 
magniloquence, lip-service and simulated ecstasy.” 

The pulpit renders those who mount into it- (continues Mr. Clayton) 
tempted to seek men's praise, and to think that they save souls. Tlic 
pulpit jettisons, or at least jeopardises,’ the root-thonught of the family, 
none greater, none less, falling before God's footstool. «It has destroyed 
good teaching, and substituted fine preaching. It has denuded parishes 
of their true parish priests: for many men truly called are so terrified 
of the ordeal of the pulpit that they hold back from Orders. 

Finally, the writer contends that the pulpit is, in effect, a hostile 
force to that of devotion of the worshipper’s soul and the expression 
of prayer, which waits ready to be uttered, upon his heart. 

No one would wish to quench the voice of prophecy (says Mr. Clayton). 

But prophets don’t need pulpits. No Christian would desire that teaching 
should be dropped. But teachers teach from tables, or walking to and fro. 
My point is that the pulpit per se is as obsolete as a mounting-bleck, and 
that the old -—- but not angust—convention which forces every clergyman to 
enter it on Fundays, and forces worshippers to cease from worship and to 
listen to a good man being. foolish, is a monstrosity. No Prayer Book 
orders it. Custom alone acclaimsit. . . . 
In these words Mr. Clayton indicates what many not of his creed 
and faith have so persistently urged—that the pulpit should render 
something of that speech which is prophecy and should be a source 
of instruction. But.aside from the fact which he mentions, that for 
these the pulpit is mot needed, if. indeed it be not entirely unsuit- 
able, there is the difficulty to which we are brought round full ti‘t, 
as in a vicious circle—for teaching and prophecy we need teachers 
and prophets; and those are not things the necessary qualities for 
which can be bought at any store or acquired. They must be of 
the spirit aud the disposition of him who would exercise them. 


However, I HAVE GIvEeN the gist of an article which seems to me 
to be a human cry-—or. perhaps I should say the interpretation of 
many a human cry— which we all know to be general in respect to 
pulpits and preaching. As I have explained, it was written by a 
Christian, one who | should say is truly Christian, about the 
Christian pulpit. I think the writer himself, in publishing his 
criticisms, shows some of that “ consecrated courage” to which he 
alludes. I confess thatas a lay-Jew I should hesitate to subject the 
Jewish pulpit to such a raking fire. For I should be certain to 
subject myself, this publication, and everyone connected with it, to 
a veritable barrage of indignation. It would come up to the city 
boundary where THe Jewish CHRONICLE is located, like the howling 
wind of vituperation from a wilderness of often unrighteous and some- 
times simulated indignation, because | had dared to present the 
Jewish Minister otherwise than as crowned with rose-garlands of 
all the virtues: Some of the poorer-souled sort would believe that 
in venturing the criticism I cared less for the interests of Judaism 
than to do hurt to their puny personalities. That is on the assump- 
tion, of course, that Mr. Clayton’s animadversions, or anything akin 
to them in any degree, can be said to apply to our Ministry. Do 
they? Why should | offer.aay opinion? None can say more cer- 
tainly than Ministers themselves. And if any of our Ministers 
who read the SPECTATOR writer's wor.s after doing so can sincerely 
declare: “ Thank God, this does not apply to my Ministry!” and 
still more any who will add: “Neither does this refer to the 
Ministry of any of my colleagues,” he may indeed be a happy man. 
Frankly, and because I suppose I have at least a modicum of 
“ consecrated courage’’ within me, I should not feel quite as thank- 
fulas he would proclaim himself as the result of his cogitation on 
the point.

Distribution of Prizes. 


Mr. S. Moses, M.A. (Vice-President of the United Synagogue) 
presided, on Sunday, af the annual distribution of prizes by Mrs. 
Moses. 

The Rev. I, Livingstone, the Minister of the Congregation and 
the Hon. Superintendent of the Classes, read the annual report in 
which he stated inter alia: 


While thirteen years age our roll was only 36, it rose to 120 three 
years ago. Last year the roll reached 154, and it is now 165. Out of the 
42 sets of Classes under the supervision of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes, only four sets of Classes have a larger number of pupils, 
namely, Stamford Hill, Old Ferd, South Hackney and Stoke Newington. 
Our Classes are larger than any similar Classes in the West or North-West 
of London. The average attendance for the past few weeks was 143. The 
highest attendance was on October 5th last, when 150 children were i 
aitendance. 


I am pleased to report that at the annual examination of the Union of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, held at the University College, we were 
again successful in being.among the Classes whose pupils gained prizes. 
Three junior pupils competed, and one, Nathaniel Saunders, was successful. 
The Classes Library continues to be made good use of, the younger pupils 
eagerly borrow books week by week, and are disappointed when there are 
no books left which they have not read. In placing this report before you 
and the public I would emphasise the truth that loyalty to the Synagogue 
and to Jewish teachings and aspirations cannot be expected from 
those who are ignorant of Jewish traditions and ideals, and that the aim 
of these Classes is to secure this loyalty by familiarising the coming 
generation with the service of the Synagogue and the history of our people, 


and by giving them an intelligent understanding of the observances. of ° 


Judaism.

Recipes by Request. 


Salted Almonds. 

TAKE as many almonds as required. Put in a saucepan; cover with 
warm water, and bring to the boil. Then drain off the bot water and run 
cold water over the nuts until they are cool enough to handle. Then 
remove the skins and dry the nuts in a cloth. | 

For a breakfastcupfal of nuts take a tablespoonful of ofl, and make if 
hot in a small frying pan. Then put in the nuts in an even single layer 
and fry slowly, stirring frequently unti]l the nuts are lightly browned all 
over. Remove from the pan; drain and sprinkle liberally with table salt, 
and leave till cold. 

If preferred, the almonds can be browned in the oven. Teat the oil 
in a shallow tin. Put in the nuts in a single layer, and cook in a moderate 
oven till lightly browned, stirring frequently. Drain and salt as above. 


Marrons Glace. 

TAKE as many chestnuts as required. Make an \incision in each 
chestnut. Put in a saucepan of cold water; bring to the boil and simmer 
for ten minutes. Take out the nuts,one at a time, and remove both outer 
and inner skins. Put back in a saucepan of hot water and cook till soft, 
but not broken ; then drain. 

Make a syrup by boiling equal quantities of sugar and water together 
for ten minutes. Simmer the chestnuts in this till they look clear, then 
lift them carefully from the syrup and place on a sieve to cool. 

When cold boil up the syrup to 245 deg., or “the hard boil.” Add 
a few drops of essence of vanilla, and stir the syrup till it looks cloudy; 
then drop the chestnuts in it a few atatime. Lift them out with a fork 
and place on a sheet of waxed paper. When dry, put into smal! paper 
cases, 


Raspberry Sponge Pudding. 
Raspberry jam, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
(erated rind and jnice of lemon. 
Sugar, 4 ozs. Baking powder, § teaspoonful. 
Two eggs. Pineh of salt. 


Mrx the flour, baking powder, salt and grated lemon rind together. 
Beat the margarine and sugar to a cream: beat in the eges one at a time 
Add the dry ingredients, then stir in the jam and lemon juice. Turn into 
a greased basin. Cover with a greased paper and steam for two hours. 


Chocolate Butter Icing. 
Butter, 4 ozs. Essence of vanilla, 4 teaspoonful. 
Icing sugar, 4 ozs. Grated chocolate. 


Sirt the icing sugar. Beat the butter to a cream; work in the sugar. 
Add the essence of vanilla and sufficient grated chocolate to give the right 
colour and flavour.

Slaughter of Animals Bill. 


SECOND READING IN COMMONS. 


Exemption for Jewish Killing. 
HAND-CASTING CONDEMNED. 


Lieut.-Col. T. C. R. Moore ‘Con., Ayr), on Friday last in the House 
of Commons moved the second reading of the Slaughter of Animals 
Bill which seeks to secure the humane and scientific slaughter of 
animals by means of an approved humane killer which will render 
the animal unconscious before slaughter. Colonel Moore gave 
descriptions of the methods of slaughter now being used and 
involving cruelty. 

Referring to the use of the pole-axe Colonel Moore said: “I 
have seen’ large oxen felled by one blow which has not been a 
suecess. The animal has a rope round its neck passed through a 
ring in the wall of the slaughter-house, and the animal's head is 
held tight to the ring. It does not prevent it moving or falling, 
though it nearly does, The animal falls to the ground but, not being 
stunned. it staggers again to its feet, the blood pouring from the 
wound. It is struck again. Ihave seen a blow which has struck 
above the eve and knocked out the eye, dropping the animal again, 
and it struggled to its feet again. That went on several times until, 
happily, unconsciousnéss supervened to relieve the animal from the 
torture inflicted on it. That-is for our food.” Colonel Moore also 
described the great cruelty involved in the slaughter of sheep and 
pigs both in private slaughter-houses and in the up-to-date bacon- 
curing factories, where the method employed, he declared, was “one 


of the most vicious and criminal which this. country has ever: 


nllowed to take plac 
‘Exemption for Shechita. 

Dealing with the question of the special exemptions from the 
use of the humane killer which the Bill proposes to grant, Col, 
Moore said: “ Clause 6 has created some alarm. In this Clause we 
exempt Jews and Mohammedans. It is not wise atthe present time 
to interfere with the fundamental religious beliefs of any race, and 
the question of killing is a ritual of the Jewish and Mohammedan 
communities which is fundamental to their religion. My view is that 
we Christians and Gentiles should put our own house in order first 
before seeking to put others right; but if we can induce our Jewish 
frierids to adopt our methods we shall have achieved a great purpose. 
lor the moment we propose to exempt Jews and Mohammedans.” 

Lieut.-Commander J. M.. Kenwortuy. (Lab., -Kingston-upon- 
Hull, C.), who seconded the Bill, said that objection would probably 
be raised to the fact that the Mussulman and Jewish rituals were 


left ont of the Bill, but he would point out that the opposition to . 


the Bill centred mainly round the slaughter of pigs, and that the 
flesh of the pig was not eaten by Mussulman or Jew. Rather than 
that the methods described by his hon. and gallant Friend the Mover 
should continue, he would prefer to see all those who insisted on 
having their bacon killed in this. horrible and barbarous manner 
being forcedly converted to Mohammedanism. 

The Rey. G. LANG (Lab., Oldham) who spoke against the Bill, in 


the course of his remarks said: I have always taken, and always 


will take, a very definite attitude in public life that people are entitled 
to the fullest exercise of their opinions; and if people hold views 
with which I do not agree, then I must consider them all the more 


carefully.. The hon. and gallant Member for Central Hull (Lieut.- 


Commander Kenworthy) said that this business of the Jews centred 
round the pig.” 
Lieut..Commander KeENWorTHY : The ‘serious opposition to the 
sill centres round the pig. The Jews do not use pigs or kill pigs. 
Mr. LANG: I think that a man, because he is a Jew, may have 
many excellent qualifications as a citizen, but I fail to see how a 


difference in nationality or religious opinion can affect the skill of 


& man in an operation of:this kind, and the Jewish method is either 
a humane method or it is not, and if it is not humane. then it is a 
very serious thing that a Bill should be introduced making a specific 
exemption of one category of people. But we have heard to-day 
what I, at least, have not heard before, for always, until now, I have 
understood that the anxiety for the exclusion of Jews was an anxiety 
to be fair to them, but to-day we were told by the mover of the 
Second Reading that it is Gentiles first and Jews after. That will 
be a matter which will cause serious surprise and comment through- 
out the country. 

Mr. W. GuINNEsS (Con., Bury St: Edmunds), said that he 
thought Colonel Moore had shown wisdom in drafting the Bill 
when he had recognised necessary limitations. “He has made 
an exception,” said Mr. Guinness, “in favour of the Jewish 
method. I think that can be probably justified on its merits. The 
Jewish method of the severance of the carotid artery is clearly 
quite different in its effect as to sensibility from the ordinary 
method pursued in regard to slaughter. If there were not such a 
strong case as I believe exists, it is unreasonable for the Mover of 
the Amendment to taunt my hon. and gallant Friend that by having 
made this concession he is ashamed of his own proposal. I have no 
doubt that in the case of cattle the case is absolutely proved. The 
model by-laws have been adopted by a large number of authorities 
and I am sure that public opinion is behind its universal application,” 


Major C. R. DupGron (Lik., Galloway), was of the opinion that 
the matter should go to a Select Committee, among other reasons 
which he gave, because Clause 6 (which exempts Shechita) excluded 
certain methods of slaughter which many persons thought extremely 
cruel,

Mr. F. MARSHALL (Lab., Sheffield, Brightside), said that as Chair. 
man of the Committee which deals with what is probably the finest 
abattoir in the world, that at Sheffield, he could speak with somo 
authority on humane slaughter.

Lieut.-Colonel -F. E. FrEEMANTLE (Con., St. Albans), said thai 
those who had seen slaughter conducted by experts in either of the 
methods (that at present in use, that by use of the humane kill«: 
and that according to Jewish Law) recognised that there was not a 
great deal of difference as regards the painlessness to animale. 
“That is the reason why the Jewish method has been excluded from 
the Bill. It is only allowed under licence by the Chief Rabbi, after 
it has been shown clearly that it is done by experts. If not done 
by experts, if would not be permissible. The same thing wou!d 
apply to humane slaughter. It should be done -by experts. We 
have not to consider whether, when done by experts; it is the b 
way, but whether, when applied, it will be for the general good of 
the animals.” 

The Rev. G. Lang's amendment was by leave withdrawn, tlic 
Bill was read a second time and committed to a Standing Committee.

No Jewish M.P.’s in the House. 
> 


From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


Considerable surprise has been created in Labour circles by the 
severe criticism hurled at the Jewish method of slaughtering 
animals by Mr. Fred. Marshall, “the Labour. Member for the Bright- 
side Division of Sheffield. Mr. Marshall has hitherto been regarded 
as a close friend of the Jewish people who was able to appreciate 
Jewish methods in connection with such matters; and his speech, 
therefore, came as a great disappointment to.many Jews. It appears 
that last Friday, when Mr. ‘Marshall spoke, there was no Jewish 
Member in the House who was sufficiently acquainted with the 
whole subject of Shechita. 


From Mr. SIMON MYERS.

Srmk,— The Slaughter of Animals Bill, which came before the House 
of Commons on Friday last, passed its Second Reading without a Division, 
and will now be sent to a Standing Committee for consideration. 

‘With certain amendments suggested in the course of the Debate, 
there is every prospect of the Bill finding its way to the Statute Book. 
The Jewish Community is therefore to be congratulated that, through 
the efforts of the Deputies and the goodwill of the promoters of the Bill, 
Jews are exempted from the provisions of the Bill. 

After many years of attempt by those interested in the question, a 
fulland frank discussion took place in the House, not only on the merits 
of this particular Bill, but also on the various methods of the slaughter of 
animals for human consumption. 

I was deeply concerned, nay perturbed, to note, however, that the 
Deputies had apparently made no provision for the eventuality that 
actually occurred, viz.:—an attack on the Jewish method of slaughter ; 
and therefore, the various statements made derogatory to Shechita were 
allowed to pass unchallenged. | 

Speaker after speaker, both in support of and against the Bill, made 
reference in a derogatory manner to the Jewish exemption clauses; some, 
like the Rev. Gordon Lang (Labour M.P. for Oldham) and Mr. Marshal! 
(Labour M.P. for the Brightside Division of Sheffield) even demanding 
that the Jews be brought under the general clauses of the Bill, and it is 
certainly very regrettable that the Deputies failed in not having the fore- 
sight to anticipate that a Debate on this subject was bound to give an 
opportunity to opponents of the Jewish method to attack Shechita, and 
hence to make provision for a dignified rejoinder to be placed on record. 

In the course of the Debate, many quotations were made from the 
various reports of the numerous demonstrations that have taken place at 
various times. But in each case only those extracts favourable to the 
speaker's views were quoted, although each of these reports contains also 
ample testimony to the efficacy of the Jewish method. That testimony 
in the mouth of a supporter of Shechita, could have furnished a complete 
refutation of the many adverse views that were expressed. This makes 
it the more regrettable that the best use was not made of the occasion, 4% 
such an opportunity will probably never arise again,

Last week a bed, endowed by the Community in the name of 
Mr. Lyla Goodman (Chairman), was presented to the Jewish Hospital. 
Mr. Montague Burton, J.P., presided, and the presentation was made 
by Lord Moynihan (President of the Royal College of Surgeons’. 


The CHAIRMAN reviewed the progress of the Hospital since its 


inception twenty-five years ago, during which period, he said, *'r, 
Goodman had been its Hon. Secretary, Treasurer, Vice-Chairma. 
and for the past four years Chairman. It was a tribute to ir, 
Goodman that the presentation emanated from outside the Hospital 
Committee. It was undertaken in the first instance by Mr. Mark 
Labovitch who, with the help of numerous other admirers of Mre 
Goodman, brought the matter to fruition. 

Lord MOYNIHAN, after referring to the public-spirited benefac- 
tions of Mr. _ Burton, said that it was.a pleasure to support the 
work done by the Herz!-Moser Hospital. One: of objections 
first raised against the establishment of a Jewish hospital in 
the city was that there were already sufficient hospitals, but 
that was not true. One of the greatest needs in medicine to-day 
was the study of the inaugural symptoms of disease. Other 
hospitals were handicapped in that owing to the limitation in 
the number of their beds, but if such:an establishment as the 
Jewish Hospital was adequately staffed, and if people would go 
there in the earlier stages of disease. the profession might learn 
something about early symptoms of which it was yet ignorant, and 
that might contribute to the curtailment and prevention of disease.

THE CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE delivered an address 
at the Choral Chanucadh Service held on Sunday afternoon at the 
Golders Green Synagogue. : | 

Dr. Hertz said even Festivals had their fate—0%3 
as the Zohar expressed it. Some captivated the imagination by their 
poetic symbols and thrilling message; others did not sink deep into 
the popular soul.

The other evening I was a guest at a w edding reception. 
ving the young people in the ball-room I walked across into the 
yoining room where their elders appeared to have foregathered in 
ge numbers, and observed in a corner, engaged in warm argu. 
ent, three of my friends—the Communal Worker. the Cynic and 
\ntiquary. As I joined them the Communal Worker was 
.pressing doubt whether the average member of the United Syna- 
gue Was acquainted with the by-laws of that institution. He 
ent even further and questioned whether the majority of the 
embers -of the Council had taken the trouble to master those 
ws. Many of them, he was saying. were somewhat antiquated and 
weir revision, which was now in progress and on which a skilled 
mmittee was engaged, was but timely. In his opinion the by- 
ws were exceedingly interesting. He, for his part, appeared to be 
ery familiar with the wording of the great majority of them. Do 
ve all know, he asked, what rights we possess as members of the 
| nited Synagogue ? 
onfer upon him eligibility to the office of Chatan Torah or Chatan 
Bereshit, in addition to various voting rights? The regulations 
establish the order of precedence for calling up to the Torah : the 
Chief Rabbi comes first; the Wardens follow; the Financial Repre 
sentative is third; members of the Board of Management are fourth: 
past honorary officers are fifth, and representatives at the Council 
sixth. One of the most interesting by-laws is that which relates to 
preachers. 
A preacher may. be appointed subject to By-Law 161, and shall, if required, 
v the Board of Management, deliver a sermon on Sabbaths and on such Hols 


Days as may be determined by the Wardens. and on ans special oceasion when 
req tested by the W ardens or t Ommittee 


The Cynic broke in, confessing that he was not aware that 
sermons were to be delivered only at the request of the Board of 
Management. Why do not Boards of Management exercise this 
right? he asked. People complain bitterly of the quantity of 
sermonising. We seem to be flooded with pulpit eloquence, but if 
the Board of Management does not require the preacher to preach 
there appears to be no necessity for him to do so, It would seem 
that according to this by-law the Board of Managem ent, and not 
the Minister, controls the pulpit. 

The Antiquary-smiled; he had an immense admiration for the 
Cynic, but he could not always take him seriously. : 

The Communal Worker continued his story, quoting another 
bv-Law which regulates the attendance of the Readers at services. 


The Readers shall enter the svnagogue for the -purpose of divine service at 
least five minutes prior to the time fixed for the commencement of p ravers. 


Before he could. continue the Cynie broke out in laughter 
informing us that in a great miany instances this rule is honoured, 
in the breach rather than in the observance. He was about to 
continue his comments when the Antiquary gently persuaded him 
to listen to the Communal Worker who seemed to have at his fingers’ 
ends pretty well all the By-Laws of the United Synagogue. He 
switched off to marriages and quoted: 


No marriage shall he solemnised in connec tion With this Synagogue Without 
the written authorisation of the Chief Rabbi. 


Here. the Cynic: would not be restrained, and told us that in his 
view this law was antiquated. It smacked of ecclesiastical power, 
and he for his part was all against allowing a clerical spirit to grow 
up in Judaism. Clerical domination was something wholly alien in 
Jewish life. 

The Antiquary began to speak and the Cynic ceased talking to 
listen to him. Our learned friend pointed out that all through the 
period of the Ghetto, that is to say unfil the era of Jewish emancipa. 
tion, the social and political unit in Jewry was the congregation and. 
therefore, congregational laws—they were called Takanot—were 
passed for the governance of memhers of Jewish Communities in 
all departments of life. These communal ordinances related to 
religious, moral, social and educational activities. They also regu- 
lated taxation. In every country, these communal ordinances were 
adopted to meet the local requirements. From the medieval point 
of view there was nothing uncommon in this form of group legisla. 
tion. The underlying principle of the political philosophy of the 
Middle Ages was that of status. Every man had to be of one 
status or another. Asa foreigner could not be of the status of the 
native citizen, he had to belong to his own status. Foreign 
merchants in other countries were allowed self-government ; perhaps 
one of the most interesting cases is that of the rules of the merchants 
of the Steelyard in London. Accordingly Jewish communal ordin- 
ances in the Middle Ages were recognised and encouraged. 

The Antiquary stopped for a moment, and wrinkling his fore- 
head in an effort of memory, he continued by pointing out that one 
of the most frequent of these communal ordinances in well-nigh 


every century was that regulating the dress of the Jew. 

Whereas we have noticed that many Jews wear clothing made after the 
manner of the Gentiles, and we have also noticed that many dress themselves 
and their daughters in costly garments, we therefore decree that each com- 
munity shall take action in this matter. 

He was. quoting a German ordinance of the year 16038, and 


remarked that it was a very old custom to differentiate the clothing 


of Jews from that of non-Jews. This was due in part to the desire 


to retain a special Jewish fashion in dress, and in part to the idea

has for him. 
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which underlay all medieval sumptuary legislation. 
laws were quite general in the Middle Ages. The early Church 
condemned all manner of pleasure and luxury. It looked askance 
at gay apparel, magnificent houses and elegant furniture. ‘By 
example and precept it tanght the excellence of the simple life and 
the mortified appearance. The opinions of the early Church took 
deep root in the outlook of life prevalent in the Middle Ages. Now. 

since human nature tends to find pleasure in pretty clothes and 
artistic adornments, it became neceas: iry to check this proclivity by 
passing sumptuary laws. I imagine. the Antiquary added, that 
Jewish sumptuary legislation was influenced bv the general 
sumptuary laws of the communities in whose midst the Jews lived. 
There-may have been in the case of the Jews a further considera 

tion. The ordinances prescribed simple clothing. in order not to stir 
the jealousy of Christians. 

Another trouble from which Jewish medieval communities 
suffered was that certain members would not take their litigation 
before Jewish courts, but preferred to go to the courts of the general 
community, Once again the Antiquary quoted an ordinance of the 
Synod of Frankfort of the vear 1603: |

What was the sanction for these ordinances? asked the Cynie. 
The Antiquary replied quietly that in the majority of cases 
Rabbinic Authority was exercised in support of communal ordinances. 
In the earlier ages.a ban was laid on those who transgressed the 


ordinances: later on when it was found thatthe ban was ineffective, 


a money fine was imposed. it is of interest to observe that 
only a committee composed of Rabbis and laymen could impose the 
fine. In the same way the ban: itself could not be imposed, except 
by the authority of the Community as a whole, 

The Parnass nav notin secret excommunicate any person, or release an‘ 
one from excommunication without the consent of the Commupbity; nor may the 
Rabbi do so. Only the Community in solemn assembly may exercise this right. 


What sort of Rabbis were they who exercised this power? the 
Cynic asked. 

| can best answer that, replied the Antiquary, by quoting 

NO one shail be APpo! mtecd nh Rabbi without the consent of three heads of 
Academies 1d no authorisation as Rabbi shall be given to anyone who has not 
heen marne for two vears 


They were apparently very particular as to the quality of thei "ir 
In anv event the communal organisation was such in those 
times that Rabbinie Authority was a reality. 

Before he could go further the Cynic interjected by saying ‘that 
we do not appear to be as particular in the appointment of our 
as they were then. Take our own Beth Din in London. 
he went on. 'T would not entrust some of the members with the 
management of a coffee stall. Yet they presume to regulate the 
most delicate private and communal affairs. Even as Jewish 
lawvers, they do not command universal respect. Is 1t not absurd to 
pretend that Jewish Law regulates any aspect of life for the Jew 
except the religious? The majority of modern Jews know little and 
eare less about Jewish Law. For those who do care, the members of 
the Beth Din are not sufficient authority, and they go elsewhere for 
pronouncements on Jewish Law. If the members of the Beth Din 
were men with personalities, they would make their influence felt. 
They would then not need to complain that sufficient respect is not 
paid to them. Respect, like love, cannot be commanded. It must 
be won. The gentlemen of our Beth Din seem to be clumsy in their 
handling of affairs. They seem to create a good deal of dissatisfac- 
tion by sheer ineptitude, and when complaint is made of their 
actions, instead of defending the course they adopt, they take refuge in 
injured dignity! Indeed, their dignity seems to swell in inverse 
ratio to the goodness of their case. Also they appear. to have a 
certain contempt for laymen. I have heard it said (continued the 
Cynic) in regard to this that the Chief Rabbi unfortunately sets the 
tone. I have myself seen his attitude: to the average Warden of a 
Synagogue. Whatever may be said of the average Warden, he 
hardly deserves the contempt which the Chief Rabbi indicates he 
It is a thousand pities that the Community does not 
possess a Beth Din made up of men of outstanding personality and 
outstanding knowledge.’ 

The Cynic would have continued, but the Antiquary interrupted

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him by pointing out that every Jewish Community is bound to 
maintain a Beth Din for guidance in ecclesiastical affairs. He 
admitted that perhaps the Beth Din in London might not compare 
favourably with that of other great centres of Jewish life on the 
Continent. fut such as they were, the members were attempting 
to do their duty. and if on occasions they acted foolishly, one should 
he patient even with a member of the Beth Din. The trouble, he 
maintained, was not so much with the Beth Din as with the com. 
munity. The community no longer cares for this institution, and, 
the refore. the institution has been allowed to fall into decay. A 
community which cared about the quality of its Beth Din would 
soon see to it that only men of the highcst eminence were appointed. 
Rut as the community does not care, there is nothing for it but 
good-naturedly to tolerate the existing Beth Din. After all, the 
Antiquary. continued, there must have been poor specimens of 
Reth Din members in other countries and in other ages. Even in 
olden times all Rabbis were not agreed. He quoted yet another 


ordinance in proof: 


We beg of every Rabbi who is not a member of this Council to agree to our 
decisions, and if he finds anv persons disobedicnt to these ordinances, We. ask 
Livn to refuse te permit such men tomarry within the community. Any Rabbi 
who perforn ‘for as cdisptite these ordinances shall himself he 
pubis ied.and will be considered among tiose who separate themselves from 


the congregation 

So in those davs, too, there were rebellious Rabbis, the Cynic cried, 
Before he could proceed the Antiquary replied by saying that 

he had come to the conclusion that in all generations Jewish Com 


munities had to face the same problems.

It would seem then that there is really nothing new under the 
sun. the Communal Worker interjected. There have always been 
communal ordinances: other generations as well as ours have had 
to put up with second-rate and even thitd-rate members of the Beth 
Din; the Rabbi. question is by no means new; and Synagogue 
attendance has been a cause for complaint apparently in earlier ages 
ns well as in our own. =

Chanucah seems to be enjoying a new phase of popularity.’ It 
sakes an appeal to a freshly awakened Jewish consciousness, that 
‘iomands that the heroes of Jewish history shall be acknowledged 
nd acclaimed. There is, however, a danger that its real lessons 
ay be lost sight of in celebrations that chiefly commemorate 
artial prowess and warlike achievement. Jewish history can. 
of course, point to the Maccabees, in refutation of any charge of lack 
f personal courage or of patriotic endeavour that may be brought 
against our people. To-day we are beginning to learn that “ patriotism 
Judaism taught that lesson long ago, but it is well 
that the lesson should be stressed and repeated. It is something 
more than a coincidence that the text, most appropriate to Chanucah 
celebrations, should be. that well-known verse from our Haphtorah : 
“Not by might nor by power, but by My spirit, saith the Lord of 
Hosts.” The victory of the Maccabees, though a military one, was 
so opposed to all the principles of military strategy that it can 
hardly be adduced as an argument in favour of the appeal to force. 
A small band of untrained men successfully opposed itself to 
the Syrian hosts, trained in military discipline and in all the 
accomplishments of martial valour. That which Judas Maccabeus 
really put in opposition tothe armies of Antiochus, was the personal 
enthusiasm of his compatriots, evoked by the recognition of a great 
cause and the self-sacrifice, born of that enthusiasm. It is to the 
cause itself, that we must look for the explanation of the miracle 
of the Jewish victory. It is that cause that should be the centre 
and the focus of our Chanucah celebrations. 

lt has been pointed out many times, that purely 
considerations played but a small part in the events that 
culminated in the Maccabean revolution. Alexander the Great 
nations that accepted his rule a full enjoyment 
own customs, a full liberty to observe the teach- 
ings end forms of worship of their religion. He discovered and 
respected the genius of the Jewish people. It was through? his 
influence that Jewish culture passed beyond the limits of the 
little State of Judwa, and that Greek culture began to invade 
Jewry at home. But by the time of Antiochus, the old Greek culture 
had sadly degenerated. He was himself the type and symbol-of that 
degeneration. Deeming himself Epiphanes,a god made manifest, he 
demeaned himself as Epimanes, a man demented. In the same way 
the beauty and the culture of Greece had degenerated into the evil 
and licentious practices of the Syrians. The Jews, who had been 
attracted by the old culture, to which Alexander the Great had 
introduced them, neglected to note that it had given place to pagan 
vices that were none other than those, against which their prophets 
and teachers had never ceased to warn them. Failing to observe 
the portents of the time, many of them looked superciliously at a 
Jewish exclusiveness which hampered them from taking their place 
in that larger .world, for which they thought their wealth and 
station fitted them. On the other hand, groups were forming them 
selves, countering insincerity with singlemindedness, pride with 
humility, worldliness with piety. The rift kept ever widening 
between the men of the world and the lovers of God. 
struggle, the Temple became the citadel of Judaism. When 
Antiochus, to manifest his Divine authority, desecrated the 
sanctuary and dedicated it to Jupiter; when he had swine 
sacrificed on its altars, and burned the sacred Scrolls, then this 
“abomination of destruction "' revealed itself in its true horror to 
the faithful remnant. Outside the Temple the tyrant attempted to 
extend the desecration to the sanctuary of Jewish home life. The 
Jews were forbidden to keep their Sabbath, to observe the 
Abrahamic Covenant, or to abstain from unclean food. It was 
then that the remnant in Israel acquired by sacrifice and martyr- 
dom and heroic endeavour the right to religious liberty, which

Sebbeth TPS, Genesis xli., 1.—xliv., 17. 


ALI, 34. “ Take up the fifth part.” The verb is understood in 
this sense by the ancient versions and by most of the Jewish com- 
mentators, such as Ibn Ezra’ and Rashbam, as well as by modern 
exegetes. It is supported, they claim, by the statement in xlvii., 24. 
that a fifth part of the wectuse was to be surrendered to Pharaoh. 
Rashi, on the other hand, follows the rendering of Targum Onkelos 
which uses the verb meaning “to arm for battle,’ ™. He accord. 
ingly conne cted the root here with the word S°Won in Exodus xiii,, 18. 
Ehrlich defends this explanation and offers the following reasons. 
First, on the analogy of the usage of in |. Samuel viil., 15, 17, 
the verb should here have been in the Kal not the Piel. Secondly, 
if the reference were to the produce of the land, the more 
appropriate word would have been MO 5N instead of PIN. Thirdly, in 
xlvii,; 24, where there is an explicit reference to a tribute of the fifth 
part, the text does not use the verb WOM but MWh IM3. Fourthly, 
it would have been a most unjust suggestion, and out of accord with 
the righteous and God-fear ing character of Joseph, that the people 
should hand over a fifth of the produce to the State without pay 
ment, and in time of famine be compelled to pay heavily for it. On 
these grounds Ehrlich prefers to connect the verb with the Arabic 
hamasa, which means “ to equip for a fight’; and the phrase of the 
verse should be translated " and let him put the land of Egypt in a 
state of defence during theseven years of plenty (for the coming years 
of famine). If this be the correct interpretation, the next verse 
must denote that the officers should buy up the stpertluous stocks, 
not confiscate them by means of levies. 

Vers: 40. “Shall all my people be ruled.’ The Hebrew is 
literally “and upon thy mouth = shall all my people kiss.” The 
phrase has been a puzzle to Biblical scholars. Many have taken it 
as a metaphorical expression indicating homage, as in Il Samuel x, 1 
Others have proposed emendations, suchas DWP", 
on the authority of the Septuagint, or PW" from PTW in’ 
the sense of subservience, as in iii, 16.

Egyptian “to kiss food" was a common idiomatic phrase for “to eat” 
(‘Sprache des Pentateuch, pp. 6f.). Consequently we have here a 


literal translation into Hebrew of the actual Egyptian words used by 
Pharaoh, “by thy command shall all My people. kiss (food),” 
obtain food-supplies. If this explanation is correct, it at once 
becomes apparent-that the writer of the text must have been a 
person who was thoroughly acquainted with the Egyptian language. 
This accords with the traditional view of the authorship of Genesis, 
but does not fit in with the hypothesis of an Elohistic scribe who 
lived in Canaan in the eighth century B.c.e. Yahuda has also 
pointed out that "© im the sense of ~ command” likewise reflects 
Egyptian usage (op. cit., p. 62). | 

Verse 42. “From his hand.” The phrase occurs again in 
Esther iii., 10, and it is to be noted that the text has “from his 
hand,” and not, as we might have expected, “ from his finger.” ‘This 
indicates that we have not to think here of an ordinary ring worn 
for adornment, but the official seal of authority (compare ibid., 
verse 12), This was not attached to the finger, but was either worn 
suspended by a cord from the heck or around the arm. There is a 
distinct reference.to this in the Song of Songs viii., 6, “ Set me as a 
seal upon thy heart (i.e. worn by a thread around the neck), as 
a seal upon thine arm.” That the seal was not worn on the finger 
like a singet-ring is also indicated by the narrative concerning 
Judah and Tamar in xxxviii., 18 where she asked him for “thy seal 
and thy thread (to which it was attached) and thy staff which are in 
thy hand.” 

The remainder of the verse also displays an intimate knowlaiies 
of Egyptian Court-customs. The “fine linen” was no doubt the 
byssus, of which material the garments of Egyptian princes. and 
priests were made, as we know from Herodotus and Plutarch, as 
well as from Egyptian sources. Similarly the investiture with a 
golden chain is mentioned in Egy ptian literature as a ‘special mark 
of favour for exceptional service to the king.

THE CHIEF RABBIS PROTEST. 
Effect on the Jewish Sabbath. 


A meeting of the League of Nations Calendar Reform Committee 
of Enquiry (British), was held last week when the Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire presented a statement. The Committee consists 
of the following :

The Cuter RAppt said: My Lord and Gentlemen, Calendar 
Keform is, in some of its aspects, fraught with serious consequences 
to both Jewish religious life and the economic position of a large 
portion of the Jewish people. | 

Jews are not on principle opposed to every form of change in 
the Calendar. What they are absolutely opposed to is 

(1) That in any circumstances the present length of the Week be 

interfered with; and 

(!) That the reqular sequence of scven-day Weeks shali at any 

time and in-any way be interrupted by the introduction of a 
blank day.” sero day” or nameless day.’ 

On this point there is no division of opinion in Jewry ; and 
all sections view the proposal of a “blank day ° with the utmost 
concern. lt is not difficult to see why this is so. The New 
Calendar with its “ blank day” feature is put forward. by American 
financial interests because it would facilitate book-keeping and 
accountancy in that if provides for a year of exactly 364 days, and 
exactly 52 weeks, and would get rid of the odd day gor days in the 
vear which are over and above the 52 weeks, by means of the device 
of the ~ blank day.” Let us see how this device would affeet our 
present year 1930, which ends on: the 5_.t of this month, on a 
Wednesday. The proposed New Calendar is to consist of exactly 364 
days: now what is to become of the 365th day, seeing that 365 and 
not 564 days is the period of the annual revolution of the earth 
round the sun? The 365th day—this vear Wednesday, December 
$lst--would be considered a ~ blank day,’ a “nameless day.” It 
would not count among the days of the month, and not even among 
the days of the week; and the following day, which is, according 
to our present reckoning, Thursday, January Ist, would be called 
Wednesday, January Ist! In other words, the days of the. week 
would be put back one day. Now, if Thursday is called Wednesday, 
and Friday Thursday, Saturday becomes Friday. Throughout 1931, 
therefore; the Jewish Sabbath would no longer be on what would be 
in the New Calendar Saturdays, but on Fridays. Now it is proposed 
that the last day of every year be dropped in the same way as was 
the last day of 1930.. Therefore, December 8lst, 1931, would also be 
dropped; so that in 1932 the Jewish Sabbath would be. two days 
behind, and fall on what in. the New Calendar would be called 
Thursdays. Moreover, as 1932 is a leap-year, and the New Calendar 
demands that all years have exactly 364 days, two days would be 
iropped instead of one as in ordinary years... Hence in 1933, the 
Jewish Sabbath would move back two further days, and would have 
to be kept on Tuesdays. And then in following years, on Mondays, 
Sundays and on Saturdays again; and then once more, Fridays, 
Thursdays, etc., ete. 


The results of such a nomadic Sabbath (and the Christian 


Lord's Day and .Moslem Weekly Sacred Day would similarly be 
unstabilised and be constantly moving backward) 
extremely serious: | 

ia) In Judaism, it would spell confusion to our religious life. 
It would tend to destroy the whole Sabbath-idea among the masses 
of our people, and thus undermine their moral and’ religious 
anchorage. Englishmen who understand the immeasurable spiritual 
influence of Sunday observance in the upbuilding of the English 
character, will realise the seriousness of such a result. 

(b) It would penalise that section of the Jewish people which is 
most loyal to its religious conviction. With the Sabbath occurring 
on a different day each year, the economic difficulties of Sabbath 
observance for the overwhelming majority of Jews would be vastly 
increased. 

(c) If any new Calendar with a“ blank day” is adopted by the 
League of Nations, and becomes law in the various States of Europe, 
it would prove a source of religious disabilities, nay, of religious 
persecution, not only of Jews but of all religious minorities. 
One example will suffice. Most civilised States make school 
attendance of children under a certain age compulsory. _ With a 
wandering Sabbath, the child would be expected to attend on what 
the conscientious Jewish or Christian or Moslem parent would 
deem to be his true Day of Rest. Central European countries enforce 
school attendance under heavy penalties, such as imprisonment for

resistance. In the present state of European politics, many Govern. 

ments may be trusted to carry out these penalties rigorously against 

religious minorities, and especially so against Jews.

GERMAN GIRLS FORBIDDEN JEWISH FRIENDS. 


OPEN THREATS OF VIOLENCE. 
‘From our Correspondent.—BERLIN. |

Thanks to the energetic action of the authorities. the anti. 
Semitic excesses, which usually accompany the celebration of the 
anniversary of the establishment of the Anti-Semitic Students’ 
(nion, have this year, as far as Bucharest was concerned, not 
assumed serious proportions. The students’ demonstrations passed 
off quietly during the day. At night, however. the anti-Semitic 
students invaded the Jewish quarters of the city, Dideshti and 
Griviza, and smashed the windows in a number of Jewish shops 
and houses, causing much damage. The police adopted measures 
to disperse the students, and finally a number of the rioters were 
arrested and order was restored. 

The Roumanian Court has sentenced nineteen anti-Jewish 
rioters who participated in the anti-Jewish disturbances at Suceava. 
in Bukowina, in July, to imprisonment for terms ranging between 
three and four months. 

Protests in the Senate. 

Senator Dr. Myer Ebner has delivered a speech in the Senate. 
strongly censuring the weakness of the Roumanian Government in 
dealing with the anti Semitic movement. He complained of the 
acquittal of the anti-Semitic rioters of Borscha in the recent trial 
and of the renewed anti-Jewish riots organised by the students in 
Galatz and Braila. He declared that when the financiers abroad 
restricted Roumanian credit after anti-Jewish excesses, they did so 
not on account of their sympathy with the Jews, but because the 
financial magnates had no confidence in countries where excesses 
were practiced and where the Governments were unable to suppress 
them. He complained that the evil was growing worse from year to 
year, and vet the Government remained passive. "The Government 
was guilty of passing a new Jewish Communities Law contrary to the 
wishes of the Jews. It also failed to fulfil its promise to the Jews to 
create a normal Jewish School system. The Government promised 
to increase its subsidy to the Jewish religious and cultural institu. 
tions. instead, however, the subsidy was reduced. 

Deputy Landau complained severely of the passive attitude of 
the police during the disturbances. He also censured the Govern. 
ment for allowing the students free railway tickets, in order to 
travel about and create disgraceful scenes in the trains and at the 
railway stations. 

The Rector of the Bucharest University, Professor Jorga, denied 
the accusations brought by Deputy Landau against the students, 
declaring that it was not University students, but irresponsible 
youths who organised the anti-Jewish rioting. He also blamed the 
Jews and the followers of Deputy Cuza for the atmosphere of racia 
hatred created in the country. | 

Professor Cuza delivered a speech upholding Hitlerism and 
severely attacking the Jews. When Jewish deputies addressed 
questions to him, he declared that he refused to answer Jews. He 
claimed to speak in the name of all students in Roumania. Several 
Professors, who were members of Parliament, denied this claims 
Professor Cuza finally urged as a cure for all evils in Roumania 
the expulsion of all Jews from the country. 


The Minister Madgearu replied on behalf of the Government 


declaring that Deputy Cuza was an irresponsible person and rebuked 
him for glorifying Hitlerism. 


Professor Einstein in America. 
Attends Jewish and Zionist Gatherings. 


From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK.| 

The arrival of Professor Einstein in America has occasioned 
exceptional enthusiasm, especially among the Jews of New York. A 
delegation of Zionists met him when he landed, and on Saturday he 
was officially received at the City Hall and presented with the keys 
_of the city. In the evening, the Professor attended the Maccabean 
festival held in Madison Square Garden under the auspices of the 
New York Zionists. He broadcast a talk on the Zionist problem. 
While the general Press found it difficult to obtain interviews 


with Professor Einstein, he spoke willingly to Jewish newspaper 
nen. He attended several Jewish and Zionist gatherings before 
his departure for California. 


America Barred to Polish Jews. 
The Unemployment Crisis. 

In accordance with the instructions from Washington, the 
American Consul in Warsaw has introduced strict regulations in 
connection with the issue of visas for the United States. Very few 
people can obtain visas now. ‘The Consulate has even refused 
visas to about fifty Polish Jews who are marricd to Jewesses 
themselves citizens of the United States. Hitherto. persons married 
to citizens of the United States, were privileged in obtaining visas. 
Now, however, the Consul pleads that he is unable to allow them 


to go to the United States on account of the unemployment crisis 
there. 


The American Consul at Warsaw has issued an explanation of 
his action in suspending the visas. He declared that his action was 
due to the discovery of the fraudulent practice of certain women, 
who had never visited Poland, and who had nevertheless submitted 
evidence of their marriage to young men in Poland. 


Bank Smash Affects Jews. 


The closing of the Bank of the United States with its fifty-nine 
branches is. one of the most serious financial calamities for the 
Jewish population of New York. The Bank was patronised mostls 
by Jews, and Jews were at the head of the institution. It had 
four hundred thousand depositors and was founded in 1913 by Mr. 
Joseph Marcus. A few years ago, Mr. Bernard Marcus, the son of 
the founder of the Bank, became its President. 


Congregation B'nai Jeshurun: New York. 
105th Anniversary. 
COMMUNICATED, 

The 105th anniversary of Congregation B'nai Jeshurun of New 
York, was celebrated on Saturday evening last by a banquet held in 
the ballroom of the B'nai Jeshurun Community Centre. 

Congregation B'nai Jeshurun, the oldest Conservative Congrega- 
tion in America, is the second oldest.Jewish Congregation in New 
York, and one of the seven oldest in America. It was founded chiefly 
by English and Dutch Jews. Among the founders. were Benjamin 
Morange, who was France's Minister to Spain under Napoleon I, and 
Abraham Mitchell, who was one of the handful of Jews who served 
in the War of 1812. One of the early patrons of the Congregation, 
although not a member of it, was Mordecai M. Noah; the most 
distinguished American Jew of his time, who under President 
Madison, served as United States Consul to Tunis, and who was 
distinguished as journalist, jurist and playwright. In 1825, when 
the Congregation was founded, there were probably no more than 
1,000 Jews in New York, .and. about 6,000 Jews in the United 
States. 

The Rabbinate of Congregation B'nai Jeshurun has included a 
number of names which figured prominently in the history of 
American Israel, ineluding the Revs. Samuel M. Isaacs and Dr, 
Morris J. Raphall, internationally known as a scholar and orator. 
He was the first Rabbi in America to receive the honour of deliver- 
ing the prayer at the opening session of Congress. This was in 1861. 
Among the cther incumbents were Rabbi Stephen S. Wise and the 
Rev. Joseph Mayer Ascher. The present spiritual leader of the 
Congregation is Rabbi Israel Goldstein, who has occupied the pulpit 
since 1918, 

The Congregation has played a leading part in the development 
of Jewish life in New York, having been instrumental in the found. 
ing of the Hebrew Benevolent Society, the Hebrew Mutual Benefit 
Society, the Home for the Aged and Infirm Hebrews, the Hebrew 
Free Loan Association, the Hebrew Free School Association, the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum, Mt. Sinai Hospital, the Board of Delegates 
of American Israelites, the Jewish Theological Seminary, and the 
Young Men's Hebrew Association. | 

In honour of the Congregation’s anniversary, Rabbi Goldstein 
has prepared a historical volume under the title of “ A Century of 
Judaism in New York.” 


New Education Law in Quebec.

As a result of the agreement between the Jewish leaders and 
the Protestant Schools’ Commission, which has led to the abandon- 
ment of the new School Law empowering the Jews to open separate 
schools, the Government of Quebec will frame a new Law definitely 
fixing the status of tlie Jews in the Protestant schools. The particulars 
of the settlement between the Jews and the Protestants, as well as 
of the new Law, are not yet known. It is believed, however, that 
the Law will be based on the principle that two per cent. of the 
neutral taxes going to the Protestant Schools’ Commission should 
be devoted to Jewish education. :

Polish Sejm Elections.

A New Jewish Parliamentary Club. 
AGUDAH SUPPORTS THE GOVERNMENT, 
From our Correspondent.— WARSAW. 

The Zionist Deputies in the Polish Sejm have not participated 
in the election of a President of the Sejm. Mr. Switalski, a former 
Premier, has been elected President of the Sejm,and Mr. Rackiweicz, 
the former Governor-General of Wilno, has been elected President 
of the Senate. 

The five Galician Zionist Deputies, together with the two Polish 
Zionist Deputies (Griinbaum and Rosenblatt), have formed a 
Club, with Chief Rabbi Dr. ,.Thon, of Cracow, as 
The Club, however, will not be represented on the 
commissions of the Sejm and the Senate, as it has not enough 
members to entitle it to representation 

Senator Usher Mendelsohn has been elected Secretary of the 
Senate. Senator Mendelsohn, who is an Orthodox Jew, was elected 
by the adherents of Pilsudski’s party. This is the first time a Jew 
has been appointed as Secretary of the Senate though a similar 
office was held by Deputy Rosmarin in the last Polish Sejm. 


Parliamentary 
Chairman. 


The new Jewish Club. has introduced into the Sejm proposals 
providing for the immediate abolition of all. Tsarist restrictions 
against the Jews in Poland and requesting the Sejm to grant permis- 
sion to the Club. to send representatives to the Sejm Commissions, 
[t is reported, however, that the Government Party intends to solve 
the problem of Jewish representation on the Sejm Commissions by 
sending to the Commissions the four Jewish members of the Govern.- 
ment Party as. well as the Agudat Yisrael representative, Deputy 
Rabbi Lewtn. 

Rabbi Lewin, the Agudat Yisrael representative, has not joined 
any of the Parliamentary Clubs so far. Our correspondent met 
him at the banquet given in the Roval Palace by the President of 
the Republic.to the newly elected members of the Sejm. He said 
he had never felt any anti-Jewish sentiment in any of the non 
Jewish circles in which he mixed; that was probably why the 
Agquda had thrown in its lot with the Government party. “We 
consider Pilsudski's Government to be more tolerant towards the 
Jews in Poland than any other Government has beén,"’ he said. 
“We naturally have demands to make of the Government but, 
though Jews are suffering economically in common with everyone, 
we are not dissatisfied. In reply to a question on the Aguda’s 
nttitude to the Jewish education question, Rabbi Lewin said: 
“It is difficult yet to state our views about it, but so far as | 
can see now, I shall certainly have to take ‘a part in the discussions 
regarding Jewish religious education. I shall have to watch the 
interests of Yeshibot and other institutions of a similar character.”’ 


Bulgarian Students Anti-Semitism.

anction of this New Calendar would thus inevitably bring with it 
‘tacks on the civic, economic and religious rights of Religious 
\linorities. 

This last consideration shows that the “blank day” Calendar 
aches disadvantageously others besides Jews: and that it is not 
ly Jews who object, or will object, when once they realise what 
meant by, and involved in, the calamitous proposal of a * blank 
av’ Calendar. I am not at all sure that the great mass of the 
-ople in Western countries are ready to throw.their time-honoured 

stitutions to the wind, merely to facilitate book-keeping. 
The protests from the religious world would undoubtedly have 
on far more numerous if the matter had ever been fully and fairly 
t before the Churches in all its bearings and implications. This 
has not been the case. It is to me disquieting that in neither 

« American nor the British Committee of Enquiry, are there 
»¢luded. representatives of the religious life. What is even more 
erious, the questionnaires for gauging public opinion in the 
-arious countries, which are sent out by the National Committees 
of Enquiry. at the instance of the League of Nations Secretariat, 
argely prejudge the question. 
to fayour a reform of the Calendar; and none but “ blank day’ 
schemes are the alternatives placed before them, should they favour 
iny change from the present Calendar. 

Ona matter of such vital significance to the Believing World 
as a change in the Calendar with the disastrous consequences that 
mav flow from such change, I venture to suggest that a Referendum 
be taken. Only in that way would the issue be thoroughly brought 
home to the people; it would be everywhere discussed and under 
stood by the masses; and then only by a general vote of the people 
on this single point of the ~ blank day” could an equitable decision 
be arrived at.” There is not the shadow of a doubt that in that case 
the proposal would-be lost by-an overwhelming majority. 

But even if adopted, a considerable minority would in every 
Religious Community indignantly reject such: a_ revolutionary 
departure in their religious life ; and they would continue to observe 
the old Sacred Day, no matter on what dav of the week according to 
the New Calendar it would fall. The New Calendar would thus defeat 
that very uniformity of time-reckoning which is put forward as a 
main argument for Calendar Reform. | 

Advocates of the © blank day” Calendar proclaim that in regard 
to that form of Calendar revision Business was in favour and 
Religion against. This is not a correct summary of the position 
even in America. 

In America, where a powerful propaganda involving vast -sums 
of money on behalf of the “~ blank day” Calendar has been going on 
for years, a strong minority opposed any change in the Calendar 
when a Committee of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States had this matter under consideration. It declared:- 

“ The infliction of a.new Calendar, having radical departures from the 
present, or attempting to improve it, would mean annoyance to millions 
of people, would bring discomfiture to great seots which view the present 
Calendar with religious loyalty, and would offer nothing of @ substantial 
value to any single business. The proposal has no popular backing 
worth mentioning.” 

And in the same way as not all business is in favour of the 
* blank day ” Calendar, not all the opposition is confined to Religion. 
Governments are not very enthusiastic. Two typical cases are 
India and Germariy. In its reply to the League of Nations, the 
Government of India writes: | 

“Tt is in the last degree improbable that the communities in India will 

ever adopt such drastic changes involving the giving up of a lunar-solar 
calendar based on the ancient systems of astronomy and indissolubly tied 
up with the Hindu religion. The fixation of week-days and yearly blank 
days will equally fail. The Indian week is the only division cf time 
common to the Indian and European modes of reckoning.” 
Here you have not only a small group like the Jews, or the Seventh 
Day Baptists, objecting to this New Calendar, but India, a land of 
three hundred and twenty millions, comprising one-fifth of the 
human race. 

Just as outspoken is the refusal of Germany. 

“The German Government cannot agree that the general public would 
experience any essential benefits if the dates fellon the same day of the 
week every year {which is held forth as perhaps the greatest benefit from 
the “blank day ” Calendar}. The strict correspondence of the days of 
of the week with the dates of the month would in cer.ain circumstances 
seem to involve disadvantages from the legal and economic points of view, 
and also for history.” 

The German Government rightly points to the needlessness of 
the New Calendar, as well as to some of its dangers. Consider for 
one moment the endless litigation in connection with leases that 
would follow in the wake of the change from a twelve-month year 
to one of thirteen months, aggravated by the backward wanderings 
of the true days of the week because of the yearly “blank day.” 
And almost as serious would be the complications in the matter of 
historical dates and anniversaries. Cumbersome Adjustment Tables 
would be required in connection with such historicah dates sud 
Anniversaries, to unravel with which day of the New Calendar they 
correspond. (Birthdays would be hopelessly upset; while, as the 
year is to be divided into 13 months of 28 days each, all those born 
on the 29th, 80th or 31st of months would be compelled to forgo 
theirs altogether’. 

The reply of the Government of France supplements that of 
Germany. It puts forward the statement by its leading astron’ 


They are sent only to those likely 
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omers, among them M. Emile Picard, Permanent Secretary of the 
Academy of Science, France, who writes: 


~ One essential point is the continuity of the Week. The majority of 
the members of the Office of Longitude considered that the reform of the 
calendar should not be based on the breaking of this continuity. They 
considered that it would be highly undesirable to interrupt a continuity 
which has existed for so many centuries.” 

(He might have said “ millennia” instead of “ centuries.” as the 
week undoubtedly goes back to the dawn of human civilisation in 
Sumeria, and, in the words of Laplace, “is the most ancient and 
most incontestable monument of human intelligence”). 

In this connection it is well to bear in mind that on all previous 
occasions when the Calendar was changed, the Week remained 
intact. 

From the time of the Venerable Bede who first called attention 
to the defects of the Julian Calendar in that it went behind one day 
in every hundred years, revision of the Calendar was for seven 
centuries earnestly discussed by the learned men of Europe. put 
in all these centuries no one ever suggested a scheme of revision 
that involved breaking the continuity of the Week. When at last 
Pope Gregory XLII, took the matter in hand, the old Calendar. was 
eleven days behind: and, therefore, he decreed that Thursday, 
October 4th, 1582, was to be followed by Friday, October Lith, 1582. 
There was thus no tampering with the Week. 
Pope Gregory's Calendar in 1752. 


Knogland adopted 
The old Calendar was then twelve 
days behind; therefore, Wednesday, September 2nd, 1752,. was 
followed by Thursday, September H4th, 1752: likewise without any 
interference with the continuity of the Week. The same thing held 
good when in our own times the Gregorian Calendar was suc cessively 
adopted by Turkey (1917), Russia (1918) and Greece (1923): in no 
single instance was the succession of the days of the Week inter- 
rupted, In fact, the Week has never before been interfered with, 
except on two occasions: and both these in the service or social 
upheaval and militant atheism: at the time of the French Revolu: 
tion, when a ten-day Week was introduced with the avowed aim of 
destroying Cliristianity ; and recently in Soviet Russia, when a five. 
day week has been-ordained because it would be an invaluable aid 
in uprooting Religion. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

I believe | have said enough to show you that the New Calendar 
with the “ blank day” proposal would be anything but an unmixed 
On the contrary, it would be an annoyance to hundreds 
of millions, an outrage on religious liberty and a cause of confusion 
to Humanity. | 

The “blank day” Calendar may have some superticial advan- 
tages to the book-keeper in what the Americans call Big Business. 
But are those advantages worth the cost which the adoption of that 
Calendar would entail? And is not mankind wider than the book- 
keeper and his Big Business employer ? 

In bringing the legitimate apprehensions of the. Jéwish Com. 
munity in regard to this particular scheme of Calendar Reform to 
the attention of a Committee, acting on behalf of the League of 
Nations—for which there are neither majorities nor minorities and 
for which religious convictions are sacred—-I do so in the confident 
hope that you will decide in favour of either the maintenance of 
the present calendar, or of some other plan which would leave 
intact the immemorial institution of the Week. 

There are other schemes of Calendar Reform that do not involve 

any “blank day” device. If we must have a year of exactly 364 
days, the last day of the ordinary years and the las’ two days of the 
leap years could accumulate and every six yedrs form a full leap- 
week. Or let them accumulate until they form a full month, which 
would be the case every twenty-three years. : 
If an-instructed public opinion, after full, free and open dis- 
cussion, really demanded reform of the Calendar, such reform could 
then be had—without causing perturbation of conscience, economic 
loss and religious persecution to Religious Minorities in this or any 
other country.

Assephath Ha’Nivcharim—Impending Election. 
- 
‘From our Correspondent.—JERUS ALEM. | 
Ninety thousand Jewish men and women will poll for the next 
Assephath Ha’ Nivcharem, the representative assembly of the Jewish 
population of Palestine, which will meet early next year. This will 
constitute the parliamentary body of Knesseth Israel, the Community 


of Israel. 


It is obvious that the elections will be fought on the White 
Paper policy issue. The left-wing Labourites and the ‘Zionist- 
Revisionists will prove very vigorous opponents to the official party 
ledderse who have agreed to the negotiations. with the MacDonald 
Government, since they object to any negotiations having the 
White Paper as a basis. The repercussion upon the Jewish popula. 
tion of the British statement of policy is thus to have a permanent 
effect. 

The Asseplhath Ha’ Nivcharim through the Vaad Leumi, or 
National Council, will have the right to. impose its own taxation and 
budgets upon the Jewish population, and to run its own country wide 
communal organisation. 

Among important functions which are to be taken over by this 
co-ordinating Jewish body is the whole Hebrew educational and 
school system of Palestine, hitherto conducted by the Zionist 
Organisation. The organisation of social service and charitable 
institutions. including the hospital system, is to be undertaken by 
the new body. Among local questions of importance to be tackled are 
labour relations, attitude of Jewish farmers and employers ‘towards 
the Jewish working-men and vice versa, and economic problems. 

It is expected that the plenary meeting’ of Palestine Jewish 
deputies, the first to be held for some’ years, will have a decided 
bearing upon the Zionist Congress, which is due for February, 19381. 


Developments at Haifa. 
IMPORTANT ENTERPRISES. 
‘From our Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. | 

Remarkable progress on the £2,000,000 Haifa Harbour works, the 
preliminary surveying for the £P50,000,000 railway to Baghdad, the 
preparations for a pipe-line to the Mosul oil-fields, drainage of swamp- 
lands amounting to £P30,000--these are but a few of the projects which 
promise a glowing economic and Imperial future for Haifa. 

Last year the Jewish National Fund acquired 33,000 dunams and the 
Palestine Economic Corporation of New York City, some 5,000 dunaimns 
in this area. This large tract was all marsh, although when drained the 
soil should be extremely suitable for the “rowing of oranges and other 
fruits. There is plenty of surface and underground spring water for 
irrigation. Only a week or so ago, Mr. M. Ussishkin, Chairman of th« 
Fund, presided at a ceremony which marked the completion of. the 
drainage scheme started in July, 1929, whereby the whole of the land has 
been drained of its marshes. 

The Haifa Bay area is known as “the land reserve of Haifa,” and is 
also the future site for the Government railway workshops and the 
British aerodrome on the proposed London-India air ronte, for both of 
which undertakings the Jewish National Fund has granted land. .A 
certain are of the Haifa Bay region has already been selected for huge 
oil stations, anticipating the oil pipe-line from Mosul to Haifa, and is 
known as “the Oil Area.” One of the objects of the Jewish National 
Fund in selecting this site was the future probable availability of huge 
industries to absorb many thousands of hands, and the site of a working- 
men's residential quarter, with houses and small vegetable gardens, is 
now being mapped out. The work of amelioration just concluded. which 
comprised also the eradication of malaria, employed 300 working men for 
seventeen months, and was the largest yet carried out in Palestine. both 
in regard to area affected and investment of labour and resources: 

Extensive Oil Installation. 

One of the most startling developments in Palestine during the past 
ten years has been in the use of petroleum products. In 1920 the total 
consumption of motor spirit (benzine) amounted te 80,000 gallons. In 
1929 it was 2,340,000 gallons, with about 5,600 motor vehicles in the 
country. Kerosene consumption (for lighting purposes and motive power 
in engines, chiefly for agricultural uses) grew from 1,450,000 gallons in 
1920 to 8,640,000 gailons in 1929. 

The Shell Company of Palestine, Ltd., has just completed the erection 
of its large installation at Haifa, which was started in 1929. The total 
area of land on which it is built is 103,200 square metres, and the installa- 
tion is on reclaimed land, the filling required to bring the whole area up 
to 1.50 metres above sea level being 35,000 cubic metres. The actual 
Construction employed five hundred men for over fifteen months. 

The Vacuum Oil Company and others are similarly providing 
refineries, which will materially assist in the development of Haifa.

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Anglo-Palestine Citrus Company. 
PROSPEROUS FRUIT PLANTATIONS. 


The Directors and Shareholders of the Anglo-Palestine Citrus 
Company, Limited, gave a reception and dinner to Mr. Moshe 
Smilanski, the General Manager of the Company's Rehobot fruit 
plantations, at Goody's Kasher Restaurant, Noel Street, on Thursday 
evening of last week. 

Mr. Myer LosHAK, who presided, proposing the toast of the 
Company of which he is Joint Managing Director, gave an outline 
of its early history and subsequent development. Since its forma- 
tion in the summer of 1928, the Company, he said, had progressed to 
such an extent that to-day it had already the right to feel proud of 
its products. Despite the present unprecedented world slump the 
Company was in a position to sell shares at a premium. 

Responding to the toast, Mr. Cyru, Ross said the shareholders 
had every confidence in Mr. Smilanski and his staff. He wished 
the Company continued success. 

The toast of the guest of the evening was proposed by Mr. Z. 
STALBOW, who referred to Mr. Smilanski’s many activities both in 
the realm of Hebrew literature and colonisation, in which branch 
Mr. Smilanski was considered one of the foremost agricultural 
experts in Palestine. 

Mr. SMILANSKI, who is the Chairman of the Palestine Hebrew 
Farmer's Union and Editor of the Hebrew agricultural weekly, 
BOUSTENA!, replying in Hebrew, said that the property of the 
Company to-day was 1,163 dunams of land, of which 1,000 dunams 
were planted groves and 100 dunams were ready for planting. They 
had four wells with all the machinery, twelve buildings of various 
kinds, two American tractors with accessories, 20,000 metres of iron 
and cement pipes, 49,000 trees planted, and 5,000 shortly to be 
planted (10,000 grape fruit, 1,000 lemon and 43,000 orange trees). 
The Company's registered capital was £84,000, and of this sum 
£50,000 had already been paid up. At present fifty families of work- 
men derived their livelihood from the Company, and this number 
would be increased to 200 families. This year there was a small 
crop of grape fruit. Next year there would be an orange crop. He 
was certain that the very minimum return would be at 12} per cent.

The Wadi Huwareth Purchase. 
[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM |, 

There has been so much talk of the Jewish National Fund purchase 
of Wadi Huwareth, referred to in the Hope-Simpson report, from which it 
is alleged landless Arab tenants were evicted, that a few facts shedding 
light upon the situation would not be out of place. 

. The wadi comprises an area of 31,000 dunams, and was purchased, 
with funds provided by the Jews of Canada, at a public auction announced 
by the Execution Officer through the Government Law Courts. The land 
was therefore purchased direct from the Palestine Government. There 
were 114 Bedouin family tenants cultivating this land upon a very exten- 
sive and primitive basis. They paid their landlords 20 per cent. of the 
crops yielded. The Jewish National Fund offered the Bedouins money or 
a lease of 7,000 dunams of the same area for a number of years by way of 
compensation. 

The vendor of the land, which was the Government, should have 
turned over the area purchased without any difficulty. But as anti- 
Jewish extremist agitation started then, the Bedouins, who at first agreed 
to take compensation, refused to leave the place. Tne Fund applied to 
the Government, which did not do anything to assist the Jews to recover 
their own property, and tried, indeed, to prevent it. Finally, the Fund 
won its case in all the lower and higher Courts, and the Government 
carried out its duty. The Bedouins weré given a final warning, and the 
Jewish National Fund left the question of compensation open to them. 

They were ejected, and the Fund began tractor-ploughing. The 
Bedouins have submitted a claim for 3,600 dunams, the title of which they 
question, and the District Court has given the opinion that until the 
dispute is settled, the Bedouins may return to this area. 

Wadi Huwareth connects the Northern Sharon Plain with abi 
and is one of the loveliest and most fertile spots in the country, hitherto 
woefully neglected by primitive tillage and soil exploitation. 


An Up-to-date Hotel for Jerusalem. 


One of the largest, as well as most palatial hotels in the East 
will be opened in Jerusalem this week. 

It is called the “ King David,” and will be run by a group which 
now controls several other hotels in various parts of the world 
and which include the famous Shepherd's in Cairo, and the Hotels 


at Luxor and Assuan. 
It will have some two hundred bedrooms, all of which will be 


provided with running water. There will be 120 private bathrooms, 


a silent bell system and central heating throughout. 

In the course of an interview which I have had with him (writes 
a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE), Major F, Goldsmith, 
O.B.E., one of the Directors, told me he thought that the hotel will 
play a ‘considerable part in the development of Palestine. 

“ Palestine,” he said, “has always been a centre for tourists, 


especially since the War ; and the King David Hotel is sure to prove 
a great attraction to tourists from all parts of the world. 


“In the past tourists have made a very short stay in Palestine 


because they have experienced difficulty with regard to accommoda- 


tion. With the erection of the new hotel, we hope that many will 
winter in Palestine as they do in Egypt and on the Riviera. 

“ Arrangements are being made to have a separate kasher 
restaurant in the hotel for those who desire it. 

“Palestine is very accessible as you can leave Cairo or 
Alexandria in the evening and travel comfortably by sleeping car 
which brings you to Jerusalem in time for breakfast.” ! 

Major Goldsmith said the capital for this most interesting enter- 
prise was found partly by an Egyptian group of financiers, partly by 
the Palestine Corporation of London, of which Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen is Chairman, and partly by the Palestine Economic Corpora- 
tion of America. | 

“ The hotel, to which tennis courts are attached,” he continued, 
is situated on the St. Julian Way, within a short distance of the 
city, and of the railway station, in a wonderful position, command- 
ing a far-reaching view of Jerusalem, the Jordan Valley and the 
Dead Sea. Every room is provided with an abundance of light and 
fresh air. There is, indeed, not one dull corner in the whole of this 
cheerful building. The scheme of decoration of the spacious public 
rooms is pleasing and original. 

' The plans have been prepared by Mr. Vogt, who has designed 
many of the leading hotels in Europe, as well as the Semiramis in 
Cairo; while the whole of the arrangements are receiving the expert 
supervision of the Managing Director, Mr. Charles Baehler, whose 
reputation in connection with Egyptian hotels, Ltd. is well-known. 
This arrangement ensures that the hotel will be erected under. the 
very best conditions. %

CONGRESS MAY BE POSTPONED. 


“WHICH WAY THE CAT WILL JUMP.” 


(From our Parliamentary Correspondent), 
| House OF COMMONS. 


As I have predicted in recent weeks, there is no sign yet of 
practical achievement as the result of the negotiations between the 
Cabinet Committee on Palestine and Dr. Weizmann. It now appears 
that the latter has taken over almost exclusively the responsibility 
for the Zionists in reaching important. decisions with regard to the 
Government's new proposals. Official meetings between both 
parties do not now take place so frequently as hitherto, but instead 
informal talks have been going on with very little satisfaction to 
either side. 

In the past month or two, as at present, a notable part has been 
played in these discussions by Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, M.P., the 
Premier's son,,who is a close friend and admirer of Dr. Weizmann. 
Every effort is now being made by Mr. M. MacDonald to devise a 
scheme which will satisfy the Jewish people and avoid unnecessary 
and undesirable repercussions in Palestine. For all practical pur- 
poses the Prime Minister's son is the only useful member of the 
group which constitutes the Cabinet Committee, as he is very well- 
informed regarding the details of the Palestine controversies, and 
he attaches much importance to Zionism as a vital factor in social 
idealism. Whether he is strong enough to influence the Prime 
Minister in the direction of sound Zionism remains to be seen; but 
there can-be no doubt that as a laison officer between the Zionist 
leader and the Prime Minister, young Mr. MacDonald is striving to 
meet the legitimate desires of the Jewish people. 


No Sign of White Paper Modification. 


A public announcement by the Government, calculated to 
modify the proposals and assertions in the White Paper, is not likely 
to be isstied for some time. The delay which has already occurred 
has caused some uneasiness in Zionist circles, where it is now being 
belatedly recognised that it will be futile and even fatal for Dr. 
Weizmann to go to the next Congress in February, without being 
able to submit to the delegates the Government's new proposals. It 
is therefore no surprise to learn that Dr. Weizmann and his 
colleagues are now seriously considering the possibility and the 
advisability of postponing Congress to a later date, by which time 
A step in 
this direction in the near future will cause no surprise to those who 
are closely in touch with political events in the Zionist world. 
Further resignations from the Zionist Executive will probably be 
announced before the next Congress meets, and other dramatic 
developments are expected. 

Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., the Chairman of the Palestine 
Parliamentary Committee, is, I am informed, still indisposed. At 
the moment it is difficult to state when he will be able to resume 
his Parliamentary work. His absence from the House of Commons 


. in the last few weeks, at a time of grave crisis for. the Zionist 


Movement, is everywhere deplored, as it has meant that the pro- 
Zionist forces in Parliament have been considerably weakened. His 
return. to duty is anxiously awaited by his political friends. When- 
he returns it will be much easier for the Palestine Committee 
to operate on a much bigger scale than is at present possible, 
During Colonel Wedgwood's indisposition Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., 
the Secretary of the Committee, has been fortunate in having the 
assistance of Mr. Norman Angell, Mr. Daniel Hopkin, Commander 
Kenworthy, Mr. Denman and Colonel Cecil Malone. These members, 
along with several others, have done their utmost to impress upon 


Lord Passfield the urgent need for a reversal of the policy outlined - 


in the White Paper. 


I hear that, although the House of Commons will adjourn for 
the Christmas recess this week, active steps will be taken by pro- 
Zionist Members to keep in touch with the Government regarding 
the formulation of new policy. The fear .is expressed that the 
Colonial Office may try to rush through new proposals while the 
House is not sitting and several influential Members are absent 
from London; but they will find at the Colonial Office that a very 
vigilant eye is being kept on their actions.

JEWS IN A NATIONAL CRISIS. 


There was a large attendance at a.social gathering held under 
the auspices of the Synagogue Council of the English Zionist 
Federation in conjunction with the East London Zionist Association 
in honour of Professor S. Brodetsky, on Tuesday evening at the La 
Rohéme, Mile End, E. Mr. O. E. d'Avigdor-Goldsmid, J.P., presided. 
The Rev. N. Halter kindled the Chanucah lights. The Chairman 
said that while negotiations on the White Paper were proceeding 
with the Government, it was extremely difficult if not impossible to 
proclaim to the: world what one side was saying to the other. He 
could not tell then how they.were progressing, but he asked them 
to trust the people who were engaged in that responsible task; he 
asked for confidence ; they would realise in time that their confidence 
had not been misplaced and in time they would secure something 
worth having. It was essential at this period to have not only 
moral support but financial support. Nothing convinced the 
British taxpayer and the Government better than pounds, shillings 
and pence; this kind of argument would make them realise that 
the Jewish people were in earnest and determined that the National 
Hame should be a success. 

Professor 8. Brodetsky said that it was a fact that the Jews for 
many thousands of years seemed to have been constitutionally unable 
to meet a national crisis without confusion, but they always won the 
last battle. The Jewish masses had a sane healthy instinct that 
had brought them through great crises in the past; this was more 
than one could say of those who called themselves leaders. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom outlined the work of the Syna- 
gogue Council and paid a tribute to the late Sir Hermann 
7o0llanez. 


The “ Jewish’ National Home”: 
AMERICAN OPINION. 


[From our Correspondent.—New York.]} 


If it has accomplished nothing else, the Passfield White Paper 
has at least served to clarify what American Zionists mean by the 
term “Jewish National Home.” Heretofore, there has been a deal 
of obfuscation as to what the term implied. There were various 
opinions in the various Zionist groups such as the Revisionists, the 
Lipsky faction, the Brandeis-Mack group, the late Mr. Marshall's 
“ non-Zionists,” etc., etc. But now not only are the Zionists united 
as never before on the question, but even a majority of the 
“non-Zionists” have been won over in a large measure to the 
Zionist ideology. What the American Zionists want is abundantly 
clear: [t is a Jewish majority in Palestine. And in this demand there 
is no question that every phase of opinion is behind Justice Brandeis 
who has never wavered in his conception of a National Home as 
consisting of a'’ preponderance” of Jews. | 


The question was discussed when the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Zionist Organisation met in New York 
recently and, as a result of this discussion, there is no room for 
doubt that the American Zionist programme is to all intents and 
purposes a Revisionist programme. 


As a result of this crystallising of American opinion, we have 
the creation of the Zionist Emergency Committee, whose purpose is 
correctly to inform the world of Zionist aims in Palestine. Al 
statements to the Press have been issued officially. There are, in 
consequence, now but few hasty and meaningless statements 
appearing in the Press from irresponsible individuals. 

Zionists here are ascribing the White Paper to the incapability 
and irresponsibility of the Labour Cabinet.. There is a feeling that 
Mr. MacDonald is a friend of the Zionists but, through the work of 
incapable subordinates, finds himself in a difficult position.

Sin,--Will you permit me a few words of comment on the address 
which Mr. Harry Snell, M.P., delivered recently to the Anglo-Palestine 
Club, as recorded in ‘Tim CHRONICLE? 

The address by this “ friend” of Zionism makes sorry reading indeed. 
Mr. Snell—who, by the way, did not issue a Minority Report, but did, in 
fact, sign and thus for all practical purposes associate himself with the

conclusions of the iniquitous Shaw Report—appeals to Jews for fairness to 
England! It is the cry of the “ Kosack ha-nigzal.” I suppose he intends 
this to be a joke; though a grim one! The speaker then proceeds to tell 
us “ not to let an anti-Jewish movement grow up in the country.” These 
words contain an ominous threat. They, in fact, mean that if we Jews 
insist upon our dignity and rights in Eretz Yisrael, there will be not only 
pogroms there, but we shall also inflame anti-Jewish feelings in this 
country. 

Mr. Snell fully and unequivocally accepts the Hope-Simpson Report, 
and even says it is a “ forward-looking" document. He goes further and 
asserts that he “would himself have started from the basis of that Report 
and have asked for Jewish co-operation,” and comes to the conclusion 
that all that was wrong with the White Paper was “bad phrasing.” “It 
might,” says Mr. Snell, “have been better phrased so as not to have 


‘misled a great many people in the world.” In other words, our friend 


means to convey to us that with but a little more hypocrisy on the part of 


the Government and the use of “nicer” language, peace would have 


reigned over Israel! 

I doubt not there was the usual “tremendous applause” by the 
Jewish audience and a feeling of great Nachass at the conclusion of so 
favourable an address coming from the mouth ofa non-dew. But Il am 
sure Mr. Snell must have arrived at the conclusion that Jewish gratitude 
and friendship can be bought very cheaply indeed,

The Proposed Palestine Loan. 


From Mr. PHILIP SILVERSTON. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—It is reported by your Parliamentary Correspondent, with 
reference to the fmpending. Debate on the Development Loan, that the 
Palestine Parliamentary Committee are preparing actively to oppose the 
proposed loan, unless it is arranged to satisfy Zionist needs. 1am sure 
the majority of your readers will agree with me that we Jews should 
emphatically repudiate any suggestion that we desire the raising of such 
a loan, more especially at such a critical period of post-war depression in 
this country. 

We Jews do not require any monetary assistance fram Great Britain 
in the rebuilding of Eretz Yisrael. There is no necessity of putting a 
further burden on the British taxpayer. If the wealthy Moslems (and 
incidentally there are very many) cannot subscribe a sum of money for 
the relief of their co-religionists, thenthe Zionists will render assistance 
to the Arabs who dwell in the land, providing they refrain from massacres 
and are willing to meet us in a friendly spirit. 

Furthermore, certain organs of the Press have repeatedly used their 
columns for misrepresenting, in the past, that Palestine is a burden to the 
British taxpayer. One cannot contemplate with equanimity what they 
will say in the future if we aceept such assistance from England as that 
which is now proposed. 

We must refuse the loan with thanks, not because it spells a paltry 
pittance, compared with the vast wealth we have spent on rebuilding 
Paicstine, but because we are proud of our spirit of independence, and of 
that which has already becn achieved by Jewish endeavour and sacrifice. 

No financia! assistance from Great Britain is required in Palestine, as 
far as the Jews are concerned; that is absolutely definite. All that we 
require is: That Great Britain should implement the Mandate in the 
“spirit” of the “ Balfour Declaration,” or not at all.

An Early Victorian Political Zionist. 
From Mr. ERNEST LESSER. 


To the Editor of THr JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin, ~I wonder whether any of your realers has any information to 
sive us regarding one, Nadir Baxter, a philo-Semitic Englishman who 
lived in the first half of thé nineteenth century. I came across him in 
some old Law Reports recently, in a case reported as “ Habershon v. 


' Varden,” which came before Vice-Chancellor Knight Bruce in the year 


1851.

Christian faith towards the political restoration of the Jews to Jerusalem and 
to their own land; and as I conscientiously believe also that the institution by 
the Anglican Church of the bishopric of Jerusalem is the actual commence- 


_ ment of the great and merciful work of Jehovah towards Zion, to be fulfilled in 


due time, so Ll further devise in trast other £500 out of such part of my persona! 
estate as may by law be devoted. to ebaritable purposes to be appropriated and 
paid into the fund of the said bishopric according!y. 


The. learned Vice-Chancellor had, however, no diffieulty in holding 
this not to be a good charitable gift, but to be entirely void. As he tersely 
put it in his short judgment: “If it could be understood to mean anything, 
it was to create a revolution in a friendly country.” 

All the same, one feels one would like to know a little more about this 


early political Zionist.

A DEAL IN PRESSES.—SIMEON HARRIS, of 49, Leith Mansions, 


Maida Vale, appeared before Mr. Bertrand Watson, at the North London 


Police Court on Friday, in answer to a summons alleging that he stole 
ladies’ dresses to the value of £11, the property of Theresa Kaufman, of 
Alwyne Road, Canonbury. He pleaded not guilty. The complainant, a 
widow, said that she carried on business at Alwyne Road. She had 
employed the defendant as an agent, and in July last had given him nine 
ladies’ dresses to sell, for which she wanted £11 and he was to keep any- 
thing in excess of the sum as his commission. He had since telephoned 
her and said that he had sold six dresses for £9 10s. He had never paid 
the money, and he seemed to keep out of her way. The defendant, 
giving evidence, said that he obtained the dresses from the complainant, 
and the terms were that he should pay her £11, less 24 percent. discount. 
He admitted that he had not paid the money, but. he had not received the 
invoice. Mr. Bertrand Watson (the magistrate) adjourned the case and 
advised the defendant to pay. On Saturday morning the defendant said 
that he had the money and was willing to hand it over. After the money 
had been paid the Magistrate said that it was perfectly clear that if those 
criminal proceedings had not been brought against the defendant he had 
no intention of returning the dresses or the money. Ashe had not been 
previously convicted he was given the option of paying a fine of 40s. 


FATAL MOTOR CAR ACCIDENT.—Heavy penalties were imposed 
on JACK NUNES VAZ, 24, of 51, Grosvenor Road, Highbury, who appeared 
at the North London Police Court on Friday on a summons alleging that 
he drove his car in a dangerous manner at Holloway Road on September 
26th. Mr. Gillet, on behalf of the Commissioner of Police, said that the 
woman was attempting to cross the road. She had gone a considerable 
way across when the defendant, coming from Highgate to Highbury, ran 
into her and she was killed. The complaint of the prosecution was that 
the defendant was going too fast. He thought that in fairness to the 


defendant he ought to mention that the woman was looking in the 


opposite direction to the way the defendant was coming. Vaz, giving 
evidence, said that he had been driving for seven years and had a perfectly 
clean licence. On the night in question he was going down the Holloway 
Road at a speed of about 20 m.p.h. He was driving a 28 h.p, car, which 
had very good brakes. He sounded his hooter, but the woman, who had 
started to cross the road, took no notice. Answering Mr. Gillet, he said 
that he did see the woman. He was not going too fast. His car had 
skidded. Mr. Bertrand Watson, the Magistrate, said that the evidence by 
two independent witnesses in this very unfortunate case showed that 
without any doubt at all, in the opinion of the Court the accident was 
caused by the defendant driving at much too rapid a pace. Mr. Gillet said 
that the defendant, in November, 1928, was fined £10 for negligent 
driving. The Magistrate imposed a fine of £20, £4 4s. costs, endorsed the 
defendant's licence and disqualified him from driving for three years.

The Messina (Transvaal) Development Co., Ltd. 


ENCOURAGING DEVELOPMENT AND LOW COSTS. 


The annual general meeting of the Messina (Transvaal) Development Co., 


Ltd., was held on Wednesday, December 17th, in London. 

Lt.-Col. John P. Grenfell (the Chairman), said that the working profit 
amounted to £148,920 as compared with £150,549 in 1929. 1t was proposed to pay 
a fina! dividend of 5 per cent., making 20 per cent. for the year. 

While they were satisfied with the financial position, they were glad to say 
that further development of the Messina and Harper Mines had been productive 
of good and important results. Increased outputs had been obtained during the 
five months of the current year, and having regard to the increased ore reserves, 
both in the Messina and Harper Mines, and to the opening up of high-grade ore 
at Harper, it appeared that their production would still further increase. ° 

He informed the shareholders.a year ago that costs were above normal, 
because they had taken advantage of high prices of copper to increase develop- 
ment. This policy of expansion had been continued, and as a result there was 
an increase to 1,155,132 tons in ore reserves. The necessary corollary of costs of 
production being above the normal had also followed, and it gave them the 
opportunity, when the heavy fall in the aw of copper took place in April, of 
making somewhat drastic curtailment of development, without affecting, either 
now or in the future, the productive capacity of the mines, and in consequence 
to-day their costs were low.

THE BORROWED LIFE (Stage Society). 


A gentle, lovable character, somewhat blurred in its outlines, grows 
out of this play which Gladys Parrish has based on the life of Turgeniev 
in Paris. The author has that sure dramatic instinct that, by the simplest 
and quietest means creates an unmistakable atmosphere of truth and 
opens paths to fuller apprehension of the lives of her men and women. 
Stanin, the great Russian author, has been driven from his native land 
and has twined himself into the lives and hearts of his friends with whom 
he lives in Paris, unconsciously drawing frem them the price of his steady 
devotion. it to reli now, and besought to return to Russia, he cannot 


bring himself to relinquish the associations ard attachments he has made. 
That is all; except for a youthful passion and an anciént love that cross the 
path of the story. But it is a story told with the greatest delicacy 
and beauty, the kind of intangible beauty that in statement becomes 
commonplace but in experience is deeply significant. Alan Napier’s 
Stanin was a fine characterisation, never under-acted, though it was all 
the time a carefully controlled expression of the man who just lect time 
slip away and only put passion into his books. Miriam Lewes as the 
famous prima donna whom he ‘loves, bréught the best of her vivacious 
personality to the waywardness and frustrated desires ofthe part. Elliott 
Seabrooke made a most faithful and likeable picture of a Russian friend, 
a part which might have been acted just as a stock fill-up. The young 
lovers were acted with freshness and charming naivete by Pamela W illins 
and Glen Byam Shaw. 


CAVIARE (Little). 

This revue admirably lives up to its namesake. It has a queer, 
unusual flavour, but as it progresses one finds that the taste appeals 
more and more. Its greatest triumph is that it leaves’ one with some- 
thing to think. about, and that must: surely be “making history” in 
revuciand. - The turns are very unevenly balanced. A rustic sketch, for 
instance, was a painful attempt at humour, and imitations of famous 
actors were given by Edward Cooper in a colourless way that made them 
not worth doing at all. On the other hand, there was some very beautifal 
dancing and miming by Hilda and Mary Spencer Watson, and Margaret 
Rawlings, tall, dark and lovely, sang. sentimental ballads in a way that 
almost made them worth while. Sonie delightful marionettes and Richard 


- Odlin's quaint, naive humour, must also be put on the credit side. 


“Wholly Rnus-ta” shows you what really is happening in the land of 
mystery. There was, perhaps, too much bitter truth in“ Aria da Capo,” 
in which Thyrsis :and Corydon interrupt a flippant act by Pierrot and 
Columbine to play out their tragedy of misunderstanding, and when they 


have killed each other, Pierrot and Columbine take possession of the stage 


again. “Play out the comedy,” says the presiding Fate, “the andience 
will forget!” A little curtailing would have made the satire even more 


effective. . R.M.S 


TO SEE OURSELVES (Ambassadors). 

The minor dramas in the lives of humdrum folk can be very effective 
if told with dramatic force, and E, M. Delafield has shaped this episode 
in the life of a romantic woman into a very telling little play. The 
author has not funked the ordinariness of truth. and consequently 
humour arises which is definitely rich, despite its simple serving. 
Marda Vanne plays brilliantly the part of the imaginative wife, who 
(God bless her) has kept her school-girl illusions which are infinitely more 


-attractive than that other school-girl valuable which lends itself to 


advertisement. Nicholas Hannen makes a most convincing charac'‘er 
of the business-absorbed husband who has sunk into a dreary if highly 
respectable rut and dragged his wife with him, Maurice Evans imparted 
great charm to his réle of the young man on the threshold of love and life, 
and steered through the most difficult part of the play with a skill and 
acting-sense that would adorn the best of players, G.J. 


JANE’S LEGACY (Duchess). 

This comedy was very nearly a successful drama ; the vital'sparks 
of humour being merely incidental to the flint and tinder of plot and 
sounter-plot. The inheritance of a legacy is not intrinsically funny, 
xcept perhaps to disinterested lookers-on for whom there is no room in 
the theatre. While.perfect in its characterisation and spirit, the play was 
not that well-cooked morsel of juicy humour, spiced with intrigue and 
served with the sauce of love affairs that one almost expects from Mr. 


Eden Phillpotts, nor yet was it a cut from the raw: rather was it 


just underdone. Mr. Phillpotts must remember that humour and moralis- 
ing are not the two ends of a form, but two stools. One could forgive the 
play for hopping from stool to stool, but it just sits doughily between 
them. An excellent cast made comparisons invidious, but one must 
commend Mr. Frank Moore for his convincing study of Jack Mortimore, 
Frank Pettingell as Sergeant Merryweather Chugg, Louise. Hampton as 
the legatee Jane, and Stanley Newman the personification of parsonage, 


as the Rev. Philip Ryle. L.G.R. 


FULL HOUSE (Facu!ty of Arts) 


There was plenty of fun in this merry little farce which deals with 
the vagaries of the bright young things of this generation. The scene, a 
bed-sitting room, is ostensibly the premises of Peter and June, a young 
married couple who quarrel and make it up with great enthusiasm. But 
their friends blow in and out with easy disregard of proprietary rights and 
pursue their plans and fancies undisturbed by the least traces of conven- 
tion. It is difficult to estimate exactly how amusing the play might be if 
more thorough rehearsing had been possible. As it was, the “prompt” 
was far too conspicuous and one could only guess how well Hugh Dempster 
and Molly Rankin might have acted the parts of the quarrelsome couple 
had they been given better opportunities of preparation. Indeed in such 
case, the whole performance would doubtless have been first-rate. 

Beatrice Lewisohn’s Dramatic Society. 

Judging by their comparatively poor showing on Monday evening 
last at the “Q” Theatre, the members of Miss Beatrice Lewisohn’s 
Dramatic Society have slipped back a peg or two. They showed 
none of that team-work which has been the dominant characteristic 
of their previous productions. Four distinct characterisations, without 
any relation to each other, were given in Scene Y. of the third act 


of “Romeo and Juliet.” Miss Winifred Wray'’s Juliet was an over- 
apprehensive nervous wreck speaking in undertones; Miss Mary 
Thornsby as Lady Capulet recited her lines in that slow and deliberate 
fashion reminiscent of the schoolroom; Mr. Edward Sanders raced 
through his part as Capulet at breakneck speed, while the gaiety of Miss 
Ann Walker as the nurse was patently forced. In “The Way Things 
Happen,” a three-act play by Clemence Dane, on the lines of old- 
fashioned melodrama, the players hardly had a chance to distinguish 
themselves. Miss Ilse Hall was too unctuous a matron: Miss Doris Potts 
too sanctimonious a heroine; Mr. Ernest Short too timid a hero and Miss 
Anne Phillips too feeble a“ vamp.” Mr. Alan Brown ought to have got some 
good laughs from his part but somehow couldn't quite manage it. But Mr.

Gordon Biggs as the “villain” Bennett Lomax was really good. As is 
usual with all Lewisohn productions, the elocution was faultless ; it was 
the fact that the players did not dovetail that went against success. 


MUSIC. 
3 Guild of Singers and Players. 

The Guild of Singers and Players gave a further recital at 74, 
Grosvenor Street on Tuesday evening, the artists being Mary Midgley, 
Dorothy Churton and Isabel Bedlington. Mary Midgley has a voice of 
considerable power and of a very pleasant tone, and was particularly 
satisfactory in a group of the Songs of the Hebrides.. But she was not 
alwavs successful in her control, and tended to force her voice too much. 
Dorothy Churton tackled the Delius Violin Sonata at a great pace, but it 
was rather monotonous, as was the Brahms sonata later. She must 
introduce more variety into her rhythm. Her tone is strong, but at 
times rather rough. Isabel Bedlington was excellent as the accompanist. 


Miss Azulay's Students’ Recital. 

Miss Gertrude Azulay wisely set to work to give her students’ recital 
on Saturday evening an intimate and sympathetic note, and although 
one doubts whether questions to pupils are usually likely to evoke 
replies when. an audience is present, nevertheless the effect was 
to bring the children into the public atmosphere rather before their 
actual turn fo play. The programme was arranged progressively to 
show development from the “baby” stage—prettily and worthily 
represented by Jean Irons—to. the advanced student: but the 
noticeable thing about all was their high standard for the stage 
at which they were. On the whole the girls showed the greater 
facility in technique: Jean Alexander for instance was proficient to 
the point of rattling off her Greig Nocturne and Kirchner’s “ Album 
Leaf” even too mechanically. Stuart Feldman could not quite get the 
Chaikovsky “ Winter's Morning" to “ play itself”; it halted too much from 
note to note. Patricia Feldman showed an excellent sense of rhythm, 
but Hope Dunn, who had a fluent technique, marred it by uncertainty in 
fingering. Peter Brandenburger is evidently keen on Mozart, for he 
started to play this item first, then remembered that Heller’s “ Study” 
rightly should hold that position, and when he returned to Mozart he kept 
the movement going very well. Louise Hurst played the Beethoven Theme 
and Variations delightfally, with an excellent sense of contrasting moods 
and a musical understanding of the tonal possibilities of the piano. 
Frank Brandenburger and Vivian Feldman both did well, and if not so 
well as others, their lack of opportunity for practise is ample reason. 
Rosa Claff and Elsie Clifford represented the advanced stage of develop- 
ment, and both were models of technical proficiency to the younger pupils. 
Miss Claff shonid try to make her“ Romance,” whether by Schubert or 
any other composer, a little more romantic. Miss Clifford was a little 
clumsy in Glazounoy’s “Theme and Variations”—but the essentially 
Kussian quality of its theme is a little difficult to get “inside.” Her 
playing of Sterndale Bennett's “ Toccata,” on the other hand, moved well 
and casily from beginning to end, there being no faultiness in technique 
orin sense of the “ continuity " of the Toccata form. Altogether, even if 
Miss Nurick, one of the teachers, had not delighted the audience with her 
performance of Albeniz’ Seguidillas, the hour or so of the recital would 
have been thoroughly interesting and enjoyable. H.C.5,
